LOUISVILLE, Ky. - There IS gold in 


Ft. Knox. 


That now can be attested for the first 


time in history by the only "unauthorized 
personnel" ever admitted to the bowels 
of the national fortress since President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt inspected the gold 
in 1943. 


How much gold? 
Well, they tell us that our party saw 


the edges of $2 billion in the vault, which 
was unsealed for the first time in six 
years. 


It is impossible to see the rest because 


the gold bars arc stacked floor-to-ceiling, 
wall-to-wall, front-to-back, in a vault 
measuring 15 feet high, 10 feet deep and 
8 feet wide. Each of the small dull yellow 
bars Is worth about $65,000. 


BUT, THE NINE members of Con- 


gress and the horde of newsmen who out- 
numbered the politicians by about 13 to 1 
all appeared satisfied that the approxi- 
mately $21 billion of gold bullion stored 
in the legendary fortress is secure. 


The 20-ton door of the gold vault was 


swung open to visitors for Uie first time 
in order to quiet rumors that the gold 
had been spirited away. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, who 


Instigated the inspection of the nation's 
chief repository of gold, said after the 


/ 


'One-eighth of all the world's gold . . ,? 


LOUISVILLE", Ky. - It is smaller than 


a breadbox. It is smaller even than a 
leaf of bread. It is no bigger in fact than 
a self-respecting Kaiser roll. 


It measures approximately 7 by 3 5/8 


by 13/4 inches, and it weighs an amaz- 
ing 22 pounds. 


When U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 


R-12th, takes one of these items from a 
stock of some 360,000 stored in Ft. Knox, 
and passes it to you, you are holding in 
your hand the equivalent of $65,000. 


That amount seemed hardly significant 


when you are standing in a corner of a 


room containing more than $2 billion 
worth of these little gold,bars. 


The room is hardly bigger than the 


bathroom in your home. 


EXCEPT FOR THE glare from the 


television lights the bar is not the spar- 
kling yellow stuff you had expected to 
see. It has a dull copper cast due to the 
10 per cent dilution of copper which goes 
into gold bars to make it suitable for the 
production of coins. 


The "good stuff," you are told, is 


downstairs. That is the butter yellow

plans for on additional municipal park- 
ing lot near the village hall may delay 
until spring the opening of a Wheeling 
branch of Circuit Court. 


Phillips-Colitz 
trial delayed 


Tho trial of two county zoning officials 


accused of extorting $50,000 from Wlckes 
Inc. in Wheeling probably will not be 
started until November, according to 
spokesmen for the U. S. Attorney's Of- 
fice. 


Assistant U. S. Atty. Howard Stone 


Monday sold the trial of Nicholas Phil- 
lips and Ira Colltz will not be started un- 
til another trial Is completed. The Phil- 
lips-Colltz trial date was to have been set 
Monday by U. S. District Court Judge 
Prentice Marshall, but was not because 
it was uncertain when the other trial 
would end. 


Phillips and Colitz were among six for- 


mer and present county and Wheeling of- 
ficials Indicted Jan. 31 following a year- 
long federal Investigation into shake- 
downs of Wheeling developers. The other 
four havo pleaded guilty and two are 
serving sentences In a federal prison. 


The decision to establish a branch of 


the 2nd Municipal District in Wheeling 
was mode last April, but officials said it 
would not be opened until an additional 
parking lot was constructed to accom- 
modate court traffic. At the time, the vil- 
lage estimated the lot would be finished 
by last Aug. 1. 


Parking lot construction has not been 


started because bids for the project were 
more than double what village officials 
had anticipated spending. The village 
had planned on spending $30,000 for the 
lot, and the lowest bid was $64,902. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt Monday 


said the village still is negotiating with 
contractors in an attempt to reduce the 
price of the parking lot. He said unless a 
decision Is reached soon, weather prob- 
ably will prevent the completion of the 
tot before next spring. 


Passolt would not disclose what firms 


tho village is negotiating with, but said 
ho hopes a contract for the work will be 
awarded "very soon." 


CIRCUIT COURT Judge Harold W. 


Sullivan Monday said the delay in con- 
struction of the parking lot probably will 
not affect the decision to locate the dis- 
trict's second courtroom In Wheeling. 
The court would serve Buffalo Grove and 
Wheeling. 


The Judge said the Arlington Heights 


court which currently serves those vil- 
lages, is overcrowded and expansion to 


Wheeling is necessary. He said, however, 
that the court will not be opened until the 
parking lot is finished because that 
"would create a problem bigger than the 
one we now have. 


"The court can't start until there are 


facilities to accommodate the people that 
will be going there," Sullivan said. "It'll 
just have to wait until the village has the 
facilities." 


The judge said he has not considered 


ttie possibility of locating the second 
courtroom in another municipality be- 
cause of the delay in Wheeling. 


THE NEW PARKING lot, which will 


be able to accommodate about 100 cars, 
will be east of the municipal building. 


Sullivan said after the parking lot is 


finished, court officials will need 45 days 
to complete the transfer from Arlington 
Heights to wheeling.

Buffalo Grove to seek post 
office

Buffalo Grove officials will ask U. S. 


Postal Service authorities to provide a 
village branch station. 


The request will come in the form of a 


letter to Frank Freddor, postmaster of 
Wheeling, where Buffalo Grove mall is 
currently bandied. The Inquiry will then 
be forwarded to regional postal officials 
in Chicago. 


Village officials favor a local post of- 


fice branch, saying the Buffalo Grove 
population is large enough to warrant the 
facility. They also believe it would be a 
financial boost to the community. 


The request will be made despite a 


postal service response to a previous in- 
quiry that the Wheeling facility currently 
provides adequate service to handle Buf- 
falo Grove'mail. Officials also said that 
new post offices are built in areas they 
are needed most and Buffalo Grove is 
not one of those areas. 


LAST MONTH, village officials sent a 


letter to U. S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R-12th, asking how Buffalo Grove could 
get its own post office. The matter was 
turned over to the postal service for 
study. 


Walter Dyer, a spokesman for the post- 


al service central region office in Chi- 
cago said, however, recent trends havo 
been away from installation of commu- 
nity postal facilities in favor of central- 


ized branches that serve several towns. 


He mentioned that only a few new 


branches have been established nation- 
wide in the last several years. "The pol- 
icy is against new offices as long as ser- 
vice can be provided," he said. 


"We don't allow them just to coincide 


with political or subdivision boundaries." 


Freddo said the trend toward central- 


ized offices is due in part to rising ad- 


ministrative costs and more mechanized 
mail processing techniques. 


HE SAID A Buffalo Grove post office 


would lighten the work load at the 
Wheeling station but said, "We have to 
outgrow our facilities here first." 


He was unable to say how long it would 


be, however, before there is a need for a 
post office here. 


David Potter, of the Buffalo Grove 


Chamber of Commerce said the local 
business community favors a post office 
because, "We'd be better able to attract 
light industry and possibly other retail- 
ers that are not out in this area because 
we don't have a post office." 


In the absence of a post office, how- 


ever, Buffalo Grove residents can trans-' 
act their postal business at two postal

La Cancha gets zoning extension OK 


The Wheeling Village Board Monday 


night granted a two-year zoning exten- 
sion to the La Cancha Racquet and Swim ' 
Club to give its owners more time to 
build the proposed facility. 


LeMoine D. Stilt, an attorney repre- 


senting the developer, told the board his 
client has been unable to start construc- 
tion because of "extenuating circum- 
stances." An ordinance requires devel- 
opers to obtain a zoning extension If the 
property is hot built on within two years 
of the time zoning is granted. 


Stltt said construction has not started 


because of a dispute between a neigh- 
boring property owner and three gov- 
ernmental agencies over how much wa- 


ter retention should be required on his 
clients' property. 


THE DEVELOPER has had his plans 


approved by the village, Illinois Environ- 
mental Agency and the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District and should be able to 
begin construction as soon as the dispute 
is settled, Stitt said. He added that it is 
impossible for the developer to begin 
bunding the facility without knowing how 
much water retention is required. 


The village board by a 5-1 vote ap- 


proved the extension for the tennis club 
property, as well as for an adjacent 
property which is zoned for multiple- 
family housing. 


Trustee Donald Jackson opposed the 


zoning extension for both properties. 


The club is to be built on 15 acres at 


1225 S. Wheeling Rd. It will include h> 
door and outdoor tennis courts, handball 
and racquet ball courts, an indoor and 
outdoor swimming pool, sauna, whirl-- 
pool, restaurant and bar. Developer 
Charles Und said the club also will be 
available for weddings, receptions and 
parties. 


The club is the first proposed under a 


village ordinance that allows recreation- - 
al facilities under industrial zoning. The 
ordinance was passed last year to attract 
such developments to the village.

Donald Rumsfeld, NATO ambassador and former congress- 


man from the North and Northwest suburbs, will succeed 
Alexander M. Haig as White House chief of staff, officials in 
(ho Ford administration indicated Monday. 


Rumsfeld, '42, headed the Office of Economic Opportunity 


during the first Nixon administration and was later appointed 
by Nixon to the NATO post. Ho served as coordinator of 
President Ford's transition team, helping to restructure the 
White House staff organization. 


In a Herald interview last month, Rumsfeld said the top 


White House staff Job was "not in the cards." He indicated a 
preference for staying at NATO at least temporarily but offi- 
cials said Monday that Ford prevailed upon Rumsfeld to re- 
turn to Washington and replace Haig. 


Ford, who may announce Rumsfeld's appointment this 


week, Is expected to reduce the power of the chief-of-staff job 
and may change its title altogether. Haig will leave the White 
House this week and take over as Supreme Allied Command- 
er in Europe by December.

Security around the fort — what can be 


Keen of it — raises doubts of the success 
of even a military assault. 


The security itself is probably the best 


evidence that gold once stored in Ft. 
Knox is not to be removed. 


Each of the vaults opened for in- 


spection was sealed with a certificate 
bearing signatures of 10 government offi- 
cials who attested that they watched as 
each bar was deposited. 


The vaults are behind that 20-ton door, 


which can only be opened by three per- 
sons, each possessing a fragment of the 


combination. Even then, the tri-part 
combination works' only In conjunction 
with a timelock. 


WHEN ASKED WHO sets the timelock, 


Mrs. Mary Brooks, director of the U.S. 
Mint, only smiled and shrugged. 


The vault containing the smaller vaults 


is in effect encased in yet another vault 
— the fortress itself. 


The vault walls and ceilings are con- 


structed of steel plates, steel I-beams 
and steel cylinders laced together with 
hoop bands and encased in concrete. 


The building is constructed of granite, 


steel and concrete. 


Crane commented 
after the tour

gold, which is said to be 99.5 per cent 
pure gold. 


Holding one gold bar in the interior of 


the impenetrable Ft. Knox takes on 
meaning only in light of the handy statis- 
tics the information officers at Ft. Knox 
toss at you. 


You are standing, they tell you, in the 


building that houses more than one-half 
of the nation's wealth in gold, and some- 
thing more than one-eighth of all the gold 
in the world. 


THERE IS IN THIS building more 


than $21 million in gold, most if it never 
seen since it was acquired sometime in 
the last 200 years except by armed 
guards of the U.S. Treasury Dept. 


This tiny building, perhaps the world's 


most guarded structure, measures only 
105 by 121 feet, and yet all the wealth 
stored here takes up less than half the 
available storage space. 


An enterprising Army major, 'after 


some quick calculations, estimates that 
all of Nelson Rockefeller's $182.5 million 
personal fortune, converted to gold bull- 
ion, would occupy a space only 2 by 4 
feet in this fortress. 


It is a combination of the insignificant 


size and the almost incomprehensible 
value of this yellow metal that inspires 
tho aura of mystery surrounding Ft. 
Knox. 


IN THESE PARTS you hear stories of 


a system of poison gas that can be re- 
leased in the event that any invader ever 
penetrated the bastion of Ft. Knox. 
There are tales that the building could be 
instantly flooded within, although veter- 
an security personnel shake their heads 
in wonder at what that might accom- 
plish. There even is a story that Ft. Knox 
originally was surrounded by moat. 


The nationally recognized expert on 


gold and Its history in the United States 
gives credence to the poisonous gas theo- 
ry, but says he knows of no historic basis 
for the moat. The scoffs at the flooding 
theory. 
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a steel electrified fence. 


CONCRETE GUNTOWERS stand at 


each corner of the building, each contain- 
ing eight gun slots which would provide a 
360-degree field of fire. 


Security personnel will not discuss the 


weapons inside the towers. 


The only visible weapons are Thomp- 


son ,45-calibre machine guns, and 
sidcarms carried by patroling guards. 
An occasional MP can be seen strolling 
through the board green outside the 
fence. 


But, one military man assigned to the 


fortress did make the comment, "There 
is enough Inside that building to hold off 
an army."

The truth Is that no one at Ft. Knox 
will discuss just what security measures 
are available to them, other than to say 
they have the most modern and most ef- 
fective defensive capabilities. 


HAVING HAD a glimpse of the protec- 


tive capabilities of Ft. Knox, most ob- 
servers wh owere admitted to the gold 
depository for the first time since its con- 
struction in 1936 went away Monday in 
agreement that recent rumors that the 
gold supply had been depleted could have 
no basis. 


Beyond security measures, 'the sheer 


physical problem of transporting gold 
away from the fort makes the idea some- 
what ludicrous. 


It was pointed out here that when gold 


was transferred from England to Ft. 
Knox to protect it against a possible Nazi 
invasion, that the largest United States 
aircraft could carry no more than one ton 
of gold bullion. This is because the small 
bars are of such density that they cannot 
be packed closely in a moving vehicle. 


Military personnel with long experi- 


ence at Ft. Knox say that gold is trans- 
ported to' and from the fort in semi-trail- 
er trucks, but no truck ever carries more 
than a few dozen of the tiny gold bars. 


ONE EXPERIENCED newsman in 


Louisville said part of the rumors, that 
there is no gold in Ft. Knox may have 
been due to the fact that residents here 
no longer see heavily armed convoys of 
U.S. treasury trucks traveling to and 
from the fort. • 


An Army officer said that gold is 


transferred in and out of Ft. Knox "all 
the time, but nobody knows about it ex- 
cept the police." He said trucks carrying 
gold still are under heavily armed es- 
corts, but that they are indistinguishable 
from ordinary traffic. 


Personnel at Ft. Knox are satisfied 


that the installation remains as secure 
today as it was when it was chosen to 
store the original copies of the U.S. Dec- 
laration of Independence, 'the Con- 
stitution, and one of four existing copies 
of the Magna Carta during World War II. 
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Kennedy: 


Won't seek highest office in '76 


BOSTON (UPI) _ Sen. Edward M. 


Kennedy, burdened with family problems 
and shadowed by a tragic automobile ac- 
cident, said Monday he had made a 
"firm, final and unconditional" decision 
against running for president or vice 
president In 1876. 


In refusing to follow his assassinated 


brothers into a Presidential campaign, 
the 42-year-old Kennedy, last surviving 
son of a star-crossed family, said, "My 
primary responsibilities are at home." It 
had long been believed that Kennedy 
could have hod the 1076 Democratic nom- 
ination for the asking. 


His son Ted Jr., who will bo 13 


Thursday, had his right leg amputated 
lost November in an effort to halt bone 
cancer, and his wife, Joan, who was with 
the senator at Monday's Parker House 
Hotel news conference, has been hospi- 
talized three times recently with emo- 
tional fatigue. 


"From the campaigns of my brothers 


before me, I know that seeking the na- 
tion's highest office demands a candi- 
date's undivided attention and his deep- 
est personal commitment," said Kcnnc- 


dy. "I simply cannot do that to my wife 
and children and the other members of 
my family." 


Kennedy, who resisted efforts to draft 


him onto the 1968 and 1972 Democratic 
Presidential tickets, said he expected to 
run for re-election to the Senate in 1976 
rather than for the White House. 


In Washington, Sens. Henry M. Jackson 


and Lloyd Bentsen, two probable con- 
tenders, said the race for the Democratic 
presidential nomination is "wide open" 
with Kennedy's withdrawal. 


A third probably contender, Sen. Wal- 


ter F. Mondale, added that Kennedy's 
decision not to run "makes it easier for 
me to seek the presidency." 


Although he was considered the Demo- 


crats' top vote-getter, party leaders calm- 
ly accepted Kennedy's decision and 
many praised him for the early an- 
nouncement. 


"I think he made the right decision," 


said Senate Leader Mike Mansfield. "It's 
something I've been advocating for some 
time." 


"Bless him," said Sen. Lawton Chiles, 


D-Fln., "That's a wise and good decision 
for him and his family." 


Rockefeller: 


Wealth would go in blind trust 


SEN. EDWARD KENNEDY 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Nelson A. 


Rockefeller told the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee Monday that his family's billion- 
dollar fortune exercised no vast powers 
over the nation's economy and that his 
wealth would have no bearing on his con- 
duct as vice president. 


Testifying as the committee began 


hearings on his vice presidential nomi- 
nation, Rockefeller said he and his wife 
are worth $218 million, but that he would 
place all his securities in a blind trust if 
Congress desired. 


Denying as a myth a belief that the 


Rockefeller fortune, indicated to total 
about $1 billion, is a significant influence 
on the U.S. economy, Rockefeller said: 


"I am not beholden to any interest or 


any person. If I bad spent a lifetime 
abusing economic power I wouldn't be 
sitting here today." 


The 66-year-old former New York gov- 


ernor also disclosed that his presidential 
ambitions — thwarted three times in his 
long political career — were still alive. 


"I am anxious to serve my country... 


in any capacity I can," he answered 
when asked ' by Sen. Claiborae Pell, 
D-R.L, if he would run for president in 
1976 should a vacancy occur before then. 


"I would have to assume that that 


would not preclude the 
presidency," 


Rockefeller said. 


Committee Chairman Howard Cannon, 


D-Nev., asked Rockefeller why he had 
written letters to such former Nixon ad- 
ministration officials as John Ehrllch- 
man and Atty. General John N. Mitchell 
as well as Clark MacGregor, chairman 
of Nixon's re-election committee, re- 
questing help hi getting a government 
contract for the F14 fighter plane for the 
New York-based Grumman Aircraft 
Corp. 


"I always look after the constituents of 


my state," said Rockefeller. "We repre- 
sent the company's interests in every 
way we can. I did not want to leave any 
bases uncovered." 


Asked by Cannon if he thought this was 


proper for a governor to do, Rockefeller 
replied, "It would have been,a derelic- 
tion of duty on my part if I didn't."

Ford: oil prices could provoke war 


DETROIT (UPI) - President Ford 


warned oil producing nations Monday 
that continued inflated petroleum prices 
could provoke worldwide depression and 
suggested they could even lead to war. 


"We recognize the desires of the pro- 


ducers to earn a fair<price for their oil as 
a means of helping to develop their own 
economies," Ford told the opening ses- 
sion of the Ninth World Energy Confer- 
ence. 


"But exorbitant prices can only distort 


the world economy, run the risk of 
worldwide depression and -threaten the 
breakdown of world order and security." 


Conceding the bluntly worded warning 


was "doomsday language," Ford said it 
was necessary because "the danger is 
clear. It Is severe." 


Ford said history shows nations often 


have gone to war over natural resources, 
and "no one can foresee the extent of the 
damage nor the end of the disastrous 
consequences if nations refuse to share 
nature's gifts for the benefit of all man- 
kind." 


The warning was coupled with a pro- 


posal for a "Project Interdependence" to 
create an international framework for 
cooperation in developing energy, con- 
serving energy, avoiding conflict be- 
tween nations and ensuring that poorer 
nations are not shortchanged in the ener- 
gy market.

State Henry A. Kissinger warned the 
United Nations General Assembly Mon- 
day the world is on the brink of economic 
collapse and called on oil-producing na- 
tions to roll back prices. 


"The world is poised on the brink of a 


return to the unrestrained economic na- 
tionalism which accompanied the col- 
lapse of economic order hi the 1930s," he 
said. "The early warning signs of a ma- 
jor economic crisis are evident." 


Kissinger said the United States was 


working closely with several oil-producing 
nations on their economies. But, he said, 
a long-range solution required under- 
standing between consumers and produc- 
ers. 


Launch massive aid campaign for Honduras 


SAN PEDRO SULA, Honduras (UPI) 


— The United States and international 
agencies launched a massive relief cam- 
paign for Honduras Monday to aid an es- 
timated 350,000 refugees of hurricane Fifi 
threatened with starvation and disease.

Spokesmen for the exiles said the Ford 


plan overlooks hundreds of thousands in 
the United States who are either living 
underground or handicapped by a less- 
t h a n-honorable discharge 
from the 


armed forces. 


The exiles, who concluded a two-day 


international conference Sunday, were 
joined in the call for the boycott by the 
New York-based National Council for 
Universal and Unconditional Amnesty. 


NCUUA said the Ford plan — two 


years alternate service for war resistors

which will spring on those who give 
themselves up, even if the first few are 
treated lightly." 


Henry Schwarzchild, a lawyer for the

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'Developers fail to take proper precautions9 
Ersatz water sources cause pollution 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


U n k n o w n public water sources 


frequently discovered in the fringes of ur- 
ban areas may be responsible for pol- 
luted water in many homes, an Illinois 
pollution official has warned. 


One or more of the unknown and un- 


controlled public water system is prob- 
ably located In every suburban area 
throughout the state, said Ira Markwood, 
who heads the Public Water Supplies Di- 
vision of the Illinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency. 


Markwood estimates there are 200 un- 


known water supplies in Illinois. Some 
result from private wells being hooked 
together, but the most common cause of 
unknown supplies is developers, Mark- 
wood said. 


"PRACTICALLY ALL developers are 


well-meaning people," Markwood said, 
"but many of them just aren't aware of 
our requirements; so they put up a subdl- 
. vision without taking proper precautions 


and the result is the threat of a typhoid 
or cholera epidemic." 


Markwood said either disease can eas- 


ily emerge where water is not purified 
and sound hygiene is overlooked. 


Nearly a dozen of the unknown sources 


were discovered by the public water sup- 
plies division last year, Markwood said, 
although none were In the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


But he said there "may very well be" 


such water sources locally, particularly 
in unincorporated areas. 


Markwood said his office sometimes 


stumbles upon the unknown public sup- 
plies as it routinely catalogs technical 
data on 1,600 known supplies. 
„ MORE OFTEN, he said, people come 
to the EPA complaining about the taste 
or appearance of their water. When the 
state water specialists look into the com- 
plaints, they sometimes turn up another 
public water supply they knew nothing 
about before. 


The state is the only governmental 


agency that requires a construction per- 
mit for a water distribution system, he 
said. 


The problems with the water usually 


are attributable to some fault in the sys- 
tem that relays the water from its origi- 
nal source to homes or with the treat- 
ment given the water before it is pumped 
to homes, he said. 


Lake Michigan is a good source for 


drinking water, he explained, but not if 
the water is pumped in improperly con- 
structed mains through septic fields or 
cross connections. 


WATER SUPPLY SYSTEMS are often 


contaminated by those cross connections 
when there is reduced water pressure 
such as during peak summer-use per- 
iods, he said. For example, improperly 
designed toilet facilities can sometimes 
contaminate waiter supplies, Markwood 
said. 


Developers should hire professional en- 


gineers to design subdivision supply sys- 
tems and make sure the EPA approves 
the plans, he said. "But too often, out of 
ignorance or economic considerations, 
this is not done and another unknown 
public water supply pops up." 


'Gravest threat9 to peace 
Adlai urges 1-year 'moratorium? on nuclear-reactor sales

U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson, D-1U., Mon- 


day proposed that the United States de- 
clare a one-year moratorium on the sale 
of nuclear reactors to other nations. 


Stevenson said the proliferation of nu- 


clear facilities throughout the world 
poses "probably the gravest threat to the 
peace end stability of the world." 


He told a news conference the United 


States moratorium should be imposed on 
supplies of fuel, technology and other nu- 
clear-related materials, "with an ex- 
ception only for commitments under 
existing contracts." 


"Such an act would offer the world an 


example — and time," he said. "It would 


reduce the competitive pressures to ex- 
port. It would offer a breathing spell dur- 
ing which supplier nations, and 
recipients as well, could reexamine the 
dangers which they all confront from un- 
policed and vulnerable nuclear facil- 
ities." 


IF OTHER NATIONS did not join in 


the moratorium, Stevenson said, the 
United States could resume sales. But he 
said he thinks there would be widespread 
cooperation because "It's simply a mat- 
ter of self preservation." 


Since 1954, he said, the United States 


has supplied nuclear technology and ma- 
terials to 29 other nations "in an effort to 
extend the benefits of peaceful atomic 


power," and many countries have devel- 
opd their own nuclear capabilities. 


Today there are 500 nuclear reactors in 


operation in 45 nations, be said, and the 
number is expected to quadruple by 1985. 


"Any nation with a nuclear reactor and 


a processing facility for necessary fuel 
will be able to acquire the bomb," he 
said. 


Stevenson said he hoped a moratorium 


would lead to the development of inter- 
national safeguards and security systems 
for nuclear facilities. 


One of the first safeguards that should 


be developed, he said, is control over 
Plutonium and enriched uranium, which 
can be used to make nuclear weapons.

USO lounge at O'Hare 
open; future in doubt

The USO Lounge at O'Hare Airport has 


experienced some hard financial times 
w i t h i n the past few months, but 
through the help of a desperation fund- 
raising effort tho solldcr's shelter has 
managed to survive. 


Paced last June with the possibility of 


having to close because of lack of funds, 
the local USO put out a plea for dona- 
tions. Officials said $32,000 would be 
needed to keep the operation going. 


Although this amount was not collect- 


ed, Iho USO did receive about $14,000 In 
contributions 
from 
individuals and 


groups that has enabled the servicemen's 
club to carry on, said Dorothy Conlcy, 
O'Haro USO director. 


"Thanks to a lot of good press and the 


help of many organizations, we managed 
to raise half tho amount wo needed," 
Mrs. Conloy said. "Groups that normally 
would have sent In donations at the end 
of the year rushed In their contributions 
ahead of time." 


AMONG TIIK LARGER benefactors 


were the American Legion Auxiliary of 
Illinois, the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
tho Mount Prospect Junior Women's 
Club and many local community chests. 


With the help of these funds tho O'Hnrc 


USO lounge will stay open at least 
through the end of this year, Mrs. Con- 
Icy said. "The funds have assured that 
wo can continue to operate at least 
through tho Christmas and New Year's 
season. I don't know what kind of fund- 
raising campaign Is being planned for 
tho end of the year or if we'll be able 
to operate beyond New Year's," Mrs. 
Conloy said. 


The survival of the airport-based USO 


has been accompanied by some negative 
side effects as Mrs. Conlcy points out 
that certain cutbacks have had to bo 
made. 


The O'Hare lounge had to reduce Its 
hours by closing down on Saturday 
nights, which Mrs. Conley said is tra- 
ditionally the slowest night of the week 
at the lounge. The USO now Is open six 
days a week from 9 a.m. to 11 p.m. and 
Saturdays from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 


Rising prices also have forced budget 


cuts for items such as coffee and dough- 
nuts, a serviceman's staple at the USO. 


Another major area affected by the 


declining funds is the Chicago local's 
contribution to the national USO. Mrs. 
Conley sold Chicago used to raise enough 
money to make a substantial contribu- 
tion to the national to support the oper- 
ation of ovorsca's clubs. That contribu- 
tion has now dropped to very nominal fee 
If anything at all, Mrs. Conley said. 


DESPITE ITS FINANCIAL problems, 


Mrs. Conley seems optimistic about tho 
future of the Chicago local based at 
O'Hare. "Donations arc not coming in at 
the same tempo they were but this is a 
slow period. We have gotten a lot of sup- 
port from local groups and it's nice to 
know we have organizations that contin- 
ue to support us all year." 


She said there still is a need for the 


USO lounge. "We average about 5,000 
servicemen a month," Mrs. Conlcy said, 
although she acknowledged that this Is a 
drop from the "Vietnam years." 


The organization will continue to rely 


on charitable contributions for its exis- 
tence, Mrs. Conley said, because the 
USO Is supported entirely by donations 
and receives no money from the federal 
government or the military. 


The director said she is grateful for 


the help given the Chicago local in its 
most recent hour of need. "The people 
came through when we needed a show of 
confidence."

Fashion's sweater girl

Constance Montgomery didn't plan on 


knitting as a career. Her mother wanted 
her to be an actress and she married into 
the theater. 


But a series of circumstances turned 


her to the handicraft she'd known since 
her convent school days — knitting. And 
today her handmade sweaters, sweater 
dresses and sweater suits are classics in 
the wardrobes of well dressed and 
wealthy women. 


She doesn't seek credit for the resur- 


gence of all the sweater fashions at all 
price ranges in fall and winter fashion 
collections. Some observers call it the 
year of the sweater. 


"There's always been a market for 


sweaters," said the designer-craftswo- 
man. "They appeal because they're 
young looking, casual, practical. They're 
both chic and comfortable." 


MRS. MONTGOMERY does not make 


the bulky knits that are a big item for 
the new season. Hers are from fine 
yarns, many in cotton because "wool is 
getting scarcer and costlier. Cotton is 
very light. I don't think women want 
heavy things anyway. Today's wardrobes 
are for year-around." 


At present, Mrs. Montgomery is work- 


ing with Bill Blass, one of the most suc- 
cessful designer manufacturers in New 
York's garment district. She also has 
worked with George Halley, Halston and 
the late Norman Norcll. 


"Norell taught me how to fit," said the 


woman who otherwise is a 'self-taught 
knitter and designer. "I was with him 
until his death." Norell, one of America's 
fashion greats, died two years ago. 


Mrs. Montgomery designs and knits a 


one-of-a-kind design, working with Blass 
on ideas, and then contracts with a mid-

sample. She checks each one for per- 
fection. 


MRS. 
MONTGOMERY doesn't mind 


that the only acting she did was two 
weeks in a tryout — "I really didn't like 
the theater although my mother 
was 


stage struck and wanted me to act," she 
said. 


But marriage and career kept her with 


the stage. 


Her husband was James Montgomery 


of an old New England family. He wrote 
several Broadway hits, the most famous 
of which was "Irene," first on Broadway 
in 1919. At one time, she said, it had 16 
companies playing, one in Australia. 


The first "Irene" made $5 million, a 


record for its time. Now revived as a 
musical, a big hit first with Debbie Rey- 
nolds, then Jane Powell, there's no tell- 
ing how much it eventually will tote up 
in profits. Mrs. Montgomery says she 
gets 2 per cent of the gross.

Later when a 
glass of eggnog was spilled on the rug, a 
diaper again did the job quickly and ef- 
ficiently. After going over the area with 
a damp sponge, there was no sign of 
milk anywhere.

HOLLYWOOD — With more and more 


frequency, it's happening — the defection 
of TV stars who appear to feel they have 
outgrown TV. 


This year, Michael Ontkean, one of the 


three members' of the cast of "The 
Rookies," has departed. There are con- 
flicting stories about how and why — no- 
body will talk — but the rumors are loud 
and clear. 


Ontkean, apparently, had begun to feel 


that he was a Big Star. Doing something 
like "The Rookies" was now beneath him 
and his capabilities. So he made some 
heavy salary demands. When they we- 
rent met he took a walk. 


Of course, making salary demands 


when a contract is up is hardly a new 
ploy: Baseball players do it every •year. 
So do unions, in every trade. And, in- 
creasingly, TV stars are following that 
time-honored tradition. Redd Foxx and 
Carroll O'Connor had their shows over a 
barrel and got every cent and every job 
consideration they could before they 
would sign. 


BUT THE CASE of some of the lesser 


stars is slightly different. People like 
Ontkean, who begin to believe their pub- 
licity really want out figuring they can 
become major stars on their own. 


It's happened before. The classic case 


is "Mod Squad," which was discontinued 
at the end of a five-year run. It had three- 
young stars — Michael Cole, Peggy Lip- 
ton and Clarence Williams III — and it 
was still riding 'high in the ratings when 
it suddenly ended its run. 


At the time of "Mod Squad's" demise 


the stories were that the show's three 
stars all had delusions of stardom. The 
cases were supposedly virulent ones, 
Drought about by the tremendous adula- 
tion by teen-age public had for them. 


In the two years since "Mod Squad" 


went off the air, the three stars have not 
become major stars, as perhaps they had 
anticipated. 


COLE SAYS, today, that the stories 


circulated then were untrue. 


"It wasn't that I didn't want to go 


back," he says. "It was simply that my 
five-year contract was up." 


He adds that it wasn't a question of 


money, either. The money was fine with 
him. For a kid who had never had much, 
the money was, in fact, spectacular. 


"The first couple of years on the 


show," he says, "I blew a lot of money

things. It hasn't happened.

COLE HAS BEEN working, although 


the major starring movie roles that had 
been predicted for him failed to mate- 
rialize. 


"No offers came along of any great 


value," he says. "It's very rare that you 
can come out of a TV series and do big 
things." 


He says he was type-cast by his "Mod 


Squad" fame. He got some offers but 
they were mostly for parts similar to the 
one he had been playing on the series. 


In the two years since the show went 


off, his proudest accomplishment has 
been a lengthy stage stint — his first 
time on stage — playing "Walt Until 
Dark." He's done some TV guest shots, a 
TV movie, or two, but no feature film, at 
least not yet. 


"After the series," he says, "there was 


a period of adjustment. At first, it was 
a joy just being able to hang out with my 
old lady. That was followed by a period 
of fear and frustration."

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Amateur lensmen love it 
Illuminating a life undersea 


UNDERSEA SHUTTERBUG. It isn't 
necessary to be a well-heeled profes- 
sional lensman to photograph the ev- 
erchanging wonders of the under- 
water world.

One almost surefire way to spot a 


tourist is by his camera — even if it's 
underwater. 


Last year, an estimated 1.5 million 


Americans donned scuba gear to dis- 
cover the everchanging wonders of the 
underwater world. Countless others went 
exploring just below the surface with 
mask and snorkle. 


More and more are reported to be tak- 


ing along cameras. Contrary to popular 
opinion, underwater photography is not 
exclusively for the well-heeled profes- 
sional lensman. 


The average skindiver, in fact, can 


spend as little as about $30 for a Kodak 
pocket Instamatlc camera encased in an 
equally inexpensive waterproof plastic 
housing. Watertight housings for various 
still and movie cameras also are' made 
by several manufacturers at relatively 
low prices. 


UNDERWATER PHOTOGRAPHY has 


its own set of rules. It's an eerie world 
where light is always changing, where 
pictures can be affected by a myriad of 
conditions — the angle of refracted sun- 
light, clarity of water, depth and subject 
distance, bottom color and turbulence. 


So here are some basic information 


and other helpful tips from the experts at 
Kodak: 


Light plays perplexing tricks be- 


neath the surface. Objects will appear to 
be closer than they are. Apparent dis- 
turbance is what counts below. A normal 
lens will function like a telephoto; a 
wide-angle lens like a normal lens. 


• Underwater "feet" are only nine 


inches long. Thus, to include everything 


Bahama resort lures divers., island-hoppers

LONG ISLAND, Bahamas — Set amidst quaint colonial set- 


tlements, pothole farms and the ruins of IBtn-Century Loyalist 
plantations, the Stella Marls resort on this island in the South- 
ern Bahamas provides comfortable accommodations for div- 
ing enthusiasts and island-hoppers alike. 


The hotel complex spreads out over lush, rolling hillsides 


with 23 air-conditioned rooms and eight apartments, plus a 
dining room, bar, game room and three swimming pools. 
Diving and other water sports are the resort's principal at- 
tractions. 


Long Island is 80 miles in length with its Atlantic shoreline 


possessing steep cliffs, caves and deep .dropoffs. Its western 
shore is dotted with numerous coral heads and reefs in rela- 


tively shallow waters. 


The hotel has a well-equipped marina with three diesel- 


engineered cruisers and a dive shop providing all types of 
snorkeling and scuba gear. There are also facilities for sail- 
ing, waterskiing and deep-sea fishing. 


REGULAR DIVE TRIPS are organized by the manage- 


ment. They vary from two-day excursions to nearby Rum 
Cay or Conception Island that include night diving and wreck 
diving (a British man'o'-war sank here in 1846; to one-day 
outings on the western side, taking in coral heads and a 
"grouper village" where tame fish feed from your hand. 


For land lovers, cars may be rented for an Island tour. A 


good paved road runs the entire length of the island through

you want in the shot, you must be a little 
farther away than you'd be topside. 
Since refraction affects your eyes the 
same way it does the lens, judging dis- 
tance should not be a great problem. Un- 
derwater photographs are, on the whole, 
best made at a distance of four to six 
feet. Beyond 10 feet, shapes are blurred. 


• Color intensity drops off in direct 


proportion to depth and subject distance, 
with the predominantly blue-green color 
of water acting as a filter. As the diver 
swims deeper, colors are absorbed — 
first red disappears, then orange, then 
yellow. Below 100 feet, the world turns 
murky blue. 


• Most amateur underwater shots are 


taken at depths of five to 30 feet. In shal- 


low water you can photograph with avail- 
able light using a film with an ASA 64 
rating. 


• The amateur photographer should 


begin with the simplest underwater cam- 
era he can find. The more automatic, 
particularly in terms of film advance, 
the less chance for leakage under pres- 
sure below, since each adjustment lever 
means another opening in the housing. 


• The best time to photograph below 


the surface is from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
when the sun is high in the sky. During 
these hours more light penetrates the 
surface of the water. Of course, the 
closer to the surface, the more light 
there will be. 


• Try to hold your camera steady un- 


derwater. Remember you are working 


against the action of waves, currents and 
swells that can jar the camera just as 
you snap the picture. 


• Until you become an experienced di- 


ver-photpgrapher, take pictures of ob- 
jects that are stationary or have very 
little movement — wrecked ships, coral 
formatons, starfish, sea fans and slow- 
moving fish, for instance. 


A final word of caution. Approach the 


underwater world with respect for its 
possible dangers. Never use scuba gear 
without checking and instructions, never 
dive alone. Avoid sharks, barracudas 
and moray eels. Steer clear of jelly fish 
and sea urchins. Coral can be sharp and 
inflict painful cuts and other skin abra- 
sions.

Located in southern Missouri, near Branson, Silver Dollar 


City, a restored mining town of the 1880s, is a center for 
craftsmen practicing 21 skills that might have disappeared 
completely if they hadn't been kept alive through the activity 
of the mountain community. 


Silver Dollar City, where the National Festival by Crafts- 


men will be held Sept. 28-Oct. 13, "detours from the beaten 
track." Its population spans three generations, with the older 
residents teaching the youngsters the skills they learned as 
children. 


Other places of interest around Silver Dollar City (all with- 


in a few miles) are the Talking Rocks Cavern, Mountain 
Music Theatre, Shepherd of the Hills Farm arid Pageant, the 
Baldknobbers Show and many resorts. 


VILLAGE SMITHY provides a "show" 
in the National Festival of Craftsmen 
in Silver Dollar City, near Spring- 
field, Mo., Sept. 28-Oct. 31. The 
"smithy," Shad Heller, and his fellow 


resident craftsfolk will host dozens'of 
men and women who possess rare 
and historic skills at this autumn's an- 
nual festival in the tiny Missouri 
Ozarks town.

Candidates for county, state and 


national office are discovering that 
1974 is the worst kind of year for 
politics as it has operated in past 
years. 


Political candidates in the past 


could count on at least a series of 
poorly attended coffees to provide 
them with a forum to express their 
solutions to the world's problems. 


This year is the worst in memory 


for party campaigning, however.

Vietnam resisters, Green Berets: 
what were they like as children? 


by DAVID E. ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In the 


long and rancorous national debate 
over amnesty, war reslsters have 
been lauded as moral heroes and 
condemned as cowards and crimi- 
nals. 


Rarely, however, have either 


courts or commentators looked at the 
character of the resisters, or probed 
their family backgrounds to examine 
the sources for their behavior. 


As President Ford's commission 


handles "earned re-entry" of war re- 
sisters on a case-by-case basis, it 
should be urged to keep before it Da- 
vid M. Mantell's study, "True Ameri- 
canism: Green Berets and War Re- 
sisters, A study of Commitment," 
Teachers College Press. 


A summary of Mantell's study, 


"Doves vs. Hawks: Guess Who Had 
Authoritarian Parents?" has been 
published in Psychology Today 
magazine, and it provides a glimpse 
as to how we got to the point where 
amnesty is a national question. 


Mantell, whose study involved 25 


Green Berets and 25 war resisters of 
various commitments, used both ex- 
tensive interviews and questionnaires 
to probe the varying responses to 


violence of the two groups. 


He concluded that "there exists a 


strong correlation between the de- 
gree to which children have been ex- 
posed to arbitrary authority, physical 
abuse and intimidation and their lat- 
er readiness to submit to these prac- 
tices and make use of them." 


For the most part, Mantell found a 


great deal of difference in almost ev- 
ery area of upbringing between the 
two groups of young men. 


"In contrast to the war resisters 


who as teen-agers often openly defied 
authority because of deeply held per- 
sonal beliefs," Mantell said, "the 
Green Berets defied authority only 
when it wasn't looking and usually 
because of some momentary pleas- 
ure or thrill." 


At the same time, Mantell said 


families of resisters, unlike parents 
of the Green Berets, never used or 
even threatened violence against 
each other and violence played "a 
distinctly subordinate role in the par- 
ents' arsenal of control." 


Mantell also said the Green Berets 


"were much more willing to accept 
anti-democratic ideals and to submit 
to authority. 


"They were also far more con- 


servative politically, and were more 


traditional in their views about fami- 
ly structure." 


But significantly he found that on a 


measure of dogmatism — which in- 
dicates how a person believes Inde- 
pendently of what he believes — the 
two groups were much closer togeth- 
er. 


"The war resisters were not sig- 


nificantly more open-minded than the 
Green Berets," he said. 


Mantell, who has worked with the 


Max Planck Institute in Munich, Ger- 
many and was a child psychologist 
for the U.S. Army, said it is impor- 
tant to put the resisters' dissent in 
proper perspective. 


"They were not perpetual rebels," 


he said. "Their dissent was in- 
discriminate, but a highly personal 
reaction to very specific issues and 
particular persons. One cannot gen- 
eralize that dissent into a fundamen- 
tal hostility toward all authority." 


As the nation debates the amnesty 


issue, it would do well to look at 
Mantell's finding. Any effort at the 
kind of reconciliation the President 
seeks must go beyond legalism to an 
understanding of those most directly 
involved — the resisters and draft 
dodgers. (UPI)

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Sexy legs? No, but 
C&NW's conductors 
must be 'charming'...

They call it charm school. 
It's a chance to brush up on manners, to talk over other 


problems. It Is not a place to learn how to fold a napkin, hold 
a teacup or walk gracefully. 


The charm school Is for conductors and other trainmen on 


the Chicago and North Western Ry., and It has been repeated 
annually for at least 15 years. 


The prime objective of the brush-up session, conducted in 


an idle commuter car in the Chicago station, is to teach 
conductors and collectors how to do 
v their job without anger- 


Ing passengers. They're also told to assist passengers when- 
ever possible. 


What they do not learn in charm school is ho make 


familiar station names sound like far-off provinces of India, 
or how to disappear whenever the train is delayed. 


On tho contrary, the executives stress clear announcements 


of stations to prevent passengers from missing their stops. 
They also advise trainmen to explain briefly to passengers 
any unscheduled delays, most of which arc the result of bro- 
ken alrhoscs. 


MEN WITH LONG experience on the line are familiar with 


most of the suggestions and have handled most of the prob- 
lems at least once. They look at tho newer men in the car and 
joke, "We know all this. The only reason we have to come is 
because of you dummies." 


The class has a formal name, but no one uses it. Groups of 


10 to IS off-duty men arc summoned for each session, and 
they arrive dutifully, some in their dark green uniforms, oth- 
ers in (her own "civilian" clothes. 


On this day the executives clustered in the front of the car 


will explain why there have been changes in the dress codes. 
They don't want conductors wearing earrings, so there arc 
now rules on jewelry. Stacked heels on shoes may be fashion- 
able, but they aren't safe or practical on rocky roadbed or on 
car stairways, so heels arc limited to an Inch in height. The 
men don't grumble or indicate disapproval. Most would never 
consider such things. 


THE TRAINMEN arc a mixed bag. They range from 


middle age "oldtlmcrs" with close-cropped hair and con- 
servative clothes to young men with long hair, an occasional 
moustache and bright, mod clothing. 


In the past, the sessions were a day long for each man, and 


they learned such basic tactics «s how to handle a drunk. 
Today R. 6. (Rick) Krehl, manager of passenger services, 
starts with the basics. 


"Just don't go into a car and say 'tickets," Krehl admon- 


ishes. "Say, 'please display your tickets.' And say it loud 
enough for everyone in the car to hear, but don't make the 
man in tho first scat jump." 


"It's also up to you to remind these people to pick up their 


display tickets — you should do that religiously." Krehl also 
tells the conductors not tc rap on the metal modesty panel of 
tho upper level to get someone's attention if he hasn't dis- 
played his pass. 


"We've been known as the courtesy railroad, and we're 


going to continue that," he says. "It's always nice to say 'sir' 
or 'ma'm,' " he adds, and "absolutely do not swear." 


THE FIRST OF the potentially tricky situations comes up 


now. What is tho best way to handle an elderly person who 
may have trouble getting on or off the train? 


The obvious answer is to assist him. That's wrong. The 


proper procedure is to ask if they want assistance, and only 
help them If they consent. Krehl explains that many senior 
citizens are quite independent and arc offended by patro- 
nizing conductors. He adds that conductors should be ready to 
assist anyone who needs help. 


The trainmen also are responsible for enforcing an often- 


ignored rule prohibiting feet from being placed on the edge of 
the upper-level modesty panel. In sloppy weather, Krehl soys, 
enforcement of the rule Is very important because mud or 
melted snow will drip on the passengers in the lower level. 


If enforcement of the rule becomes awkward, the railroad 


has printed cards that politely explain why feet are not to be 
placed on the panel. Krehl says use of the cards can elimi- 
nate some confrontations. 


ARGUMENTS MOST frequently arise from disputes over 


the proper price or use of a ticket. Conductors and collectors 
arc responsible for enforcing state laws regarding ticket sales 
and use, and Terminal Manager James Johnson tells the 
trainmen that they must be prepared to cope with honest 
mistakes and the earnest chisclers. 


The chlsclcrs will stop at nothing. Counterfeit cards have 


been found, and plastic overlays have been intercepted that 
allow a man or woman to use the same pass — a practice the 
C&NW discourages by stamping a woman's pass with a large 
"W." 


A question arises. Children under 5 who arc accompanied 


by parent or legal guardian can ride free. What about three 
young children who got on with a Catholic nun? 


"What did you do?" Johnson asks tho questioning train- 


man. 


"I let them ride free," he responds, knowing by the tone of 


the question that ho did the wrong thing. A few half-hearted 
jokes follow and a lesson Is learned. 


THE ENTIRE SESSION Is laced with references to pride in 


a commuter service that shows a 3 per cent annual profit on 
an Investment exceeding $60 million. The company is em- 
ploye-owned, and its officers arc determined to make it run 
properly, even though passenger operations are only 6 per 
cent of the railroad's business. 


"We are proud of our suburban service," says H. A. 


Lcnske, director of commuter services. "It may well be the 
best service in the world." 


The trainmen also are given three guldcwords for the rail- 


road — safe, dependable and on-time. "We have a good, safe 
operation and we want to retain that reputation," the men 
arc told, with the emphasis on safety. 


With those words the charm-school session nears its con- 


clusion and the trainmen go back to what they know best — 
settling disputes over tickets, helping passengers and main- 
taining the image of the only profitable commuter railroad In 
Chicago.

Title IX of Public Law 92-603, signed

ganization (PSRO) which guaranteed an- 
nual incomes as well as government con- 
trol over the professional qualifications 
of doctors of medicine. This law had an 
initial price tag of $18.5 billion. 


Section 1123 of the PSRO provisions, 


which gives the czar of HEW, Casper 
Weinberger, authority to develop a pro- 
gram that will establish the "criteria for 
the qualifications and duties" of prac- 
tical nurses, therapists, laboratory tech- 
nicians, technologists and x-ray tech- 
nicians. Eliminating by a stroke of the 
pen one entire phase of the training re- 
quirements set up by private medicine to 
ensure the assistants to your doctor shall 
be professional and qualified. 


Section 1123 states "No individual shall 


be denied a satisfactory proficiency rat- 
Ing solely because of his failure to meet 
formal education or professional mem- 
bership requirements." Will your doctor 
be given misadvlcc by unqualified and 
poorly trained technlcans? Even more 
amazing, Section 1155 of the act states 
that "the right to determine the pat- 
ient's medicine and the location of hos- 
pitalization, if required, shall be at the 
discretion of the local PSRO." 


Section 1156 orders the 186 local PSRO 


boards now authorized to submit reports 
to a "National Professional Standards 
Review Council" in Washington. This

' later, ore proposed In current legislation. 
There is no provision for increased size. 
This is NOT a "bigger trucks" bill. 


The 
proposed legislation is per- 


missive, not mandatory. It would simply 
permit the individual states to pass legis- 
lation approving the increased weights 
on highways within the state built to 
standards that will accommodate these 
weights. 


There are 23 states in which the pro- 


posed weights are already permitted. 
There Is no undue deterioration of high- 
ways in those states, and no additional 
safety hazard. 


The trucking industry is run By respon- 


sible businessmen who perform a service 
that none of us can get along without. 
What they seek In modernized weight 
standards will permit them to conserve 
motor fuel and to keep freight rates from 
going up. These are important consid- 
erations under the conditions we find 
ourselves In today.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. - There IS gold in 


Ft. Knox. 


That now can be attested for the first 


time in history by the only "unauthorized 
personnel" ever admitted to the bowels 
of the national fortress since President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt inspected the gold 
in 1943. 


How much gold? 
Well, they tell us that our party saw 


the edges of $2 billion in the vault, which 
was unsealed for the first time in six 
years. 


It is impossible to see the rest because 


the gold bars are stacked floor-to-ceiling, 
wall-to-wall, front-to-back, in a vault 
measuring 15 feet high, 10 feet deep and 
8 feet wide. Each of the small dull yellow 
bars is worth about $63,000. 


BUT, THE NINE members of Con* 


gross and the horde of newsmen who out- 
numbered the politicians by about 13 to I 
all appeared satisfied that the approxi- 
mately $21 billion of gold bullion stored 
in the legendary fortress is secure. 


The 20-ton door of the gold'vault was 


swung open to visitors for the first tune 
in order to quiet rumors that the gold 
had been spirited away. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, who 


instigated the inspection of the nation's 
chief repository of gold, said after the 


'One-eighth of all the world's gold...' 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. - It is smaller than 


a breadbox. It Is smaller even than a 
loaf of bread. It is no bigger in fact than 
a self-respecting Kaiser roll. 


It measures approximately 7 by 3 5/8 


by 1 3/4 inches, and it weighs an amaz- 
ing 22 pounds. 


When U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 


R-12th, takes one of these items from a 
stock of some 360,000 stored in Ft. Knox, 
and passes it to you, you are holding in 
your hand the equivalent of $65,000. 


That amount seemed hardly significant 


when you are standing in a corner of a 


room containing more than $2 billion 
worth of these little gold bars. 


The room is hardly bigger than the 


bathroom in your home. 


EXCEPT FOR THE glare from the 


television lights the bar is not the spar- 
kling yellow stuff you had expected to 
see. It has a dull copper cast due to the 
10 per cent dilution of copper which goes 
into gold bars to make it suitable for the 
production of coins. 


The "good stuff," you are told, is 


downstairs. That is the butter yellow

inspection that rumors of the raid on Ft. 
Knox could be laid to rest. 


"The problem (which led to violating 


the "no visitors" policy for the first time 
in the fort's 38 years)," said Crane, "was 
that the rumors had reached such pro- 
portions that they were becoming diffi- 
cult to refute." 


Financial reporters from Washington, 


D.C., confirmed that numerous Congress- 
men had been receiving mountains of 


mail inquiring if Ft. Knox had been rob- 
bed. 


Monday's inspection tour was the first 


step in dispelling those rumors. 


TODAY, GOVERNMENT officials and 


assayers will undertake the first settle- 
ment (audit) of Ft. Knox to be conducted 
since 1953, when ordered by President 
Dwight Eisenhower.

letter to Frank Frcddor, postmaster of 
Wheeling, where Buffalo Grove mail Is 
currently handled. The Inquiry will then 
be forwarded to regional postal officials 
in Chicago. 


Village officials favor a local post of* 


flee branch, saying the Buffalo Grove 
population Is large enough to warrant the 
facility. They also believe It would bo a 
financial boost to the community. 


The request will bo made despite a 


postal service response to a previous In- 
quiry that the Wheeling facility currently 
provides adequate service to handle Buf- 
falo Grove mall. Officials also said that 
new post offices are built In areas they 
arc needed most and Buffalo Grove Is 
not one of those areas. 


LAST MONTH, village officials sent a 


letter to U. S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R*12th, asking how Buffalo Grove could 
get Hi own post office. The matter was 
turned over to tho postal service for 
study. 


Walter Dyer, a spokesman for the post- 


al service central region office in Chi* 
cago said, however, recent trends have 
been away from Installation of commu- 
nity postal facilities in favor of central- 
ized branches (hat serve several towns. 


Ho mentioned that only a few new 


branches have been established nation- 
wide in the last several years. "The pol- 
icy is against now offices as long as ser- 


vice can be provided," he said. 


"We don't allow them just to coincide 


with political or subdivision boundaries." 


Freddo said the trend toward central- 


ized offices is due in part to rising ad- 
ministrative costs and more mechanized 
moll processing techniques. 


HE SAID A Buffalo Grove post office 


would lighten the work load at the 
Wheeling station but said, "We have to 
outgrow our facilities here first." 


He was unable to say how long it would 


be, however, before there Is a need for a 
post office here. 


David Potter, of the Buffalo Grove 


Chamber of Commerce said the local 
business community favors a post office 
because, "We'd be better able to attract 
light Industry and possibly other retail- 
ers that are not out in this area because 
we don't have a post office." 


In the absence of a post office, how- • 


ever, Buffalo Grove residents can trans- 
act their postal business at two postal 
extension locations in town without trav- 
eling to the Wheeling office.

Shopping Center, Dundee and Buffalo 
Grove roads, 


MARGARET MARSH, who runs the fa- 


cility, tald she handles "hundreds" of 
customers every month that come in to 
buy stamps and mall letters or packages. 


Bracing for the inevitable deluge of 


holiday mail, expected to begin next 
month, Mrs. Marsh estimates she will 
handle some 5,000 packages and parcels, 
along with countless letters and Christ-

The Mark Pharmacy facility plus one

Miss Sklencar said between 20 and 25 


persons come in every day for postage 
stamps alone.

Wheeling courtroom faces 
delay over parking lot

Indecision by Wheeling officials on 


plans for an additional municipal park- 
ing lot near the village hall may delay 
until spring the opening of a Wheeling 
branch of Circuit Court. 


The decision to establish a branch of 


the 2nd Municipal District in Wheeling 
was made last April, but officials said it 
would not be opened until an additional 
parking lot was constructed to accom- 
modate court traffic. At the time, the vil- 
lage estimated the lot would be finished 
by last Aug. 1. 


Parking lot construction has not been 


started because bids for the project were 
more than double what village officials 
had anticipated spending. The village 


had planned on spending $30,000 for the . 
lot, and the lowest bid was $64,902. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt Monday 


said the village still is negotiating with 
contractors in an attempt to reduce the 
price of the parking lot. He said unless a 
decision is reached soon, weather prob-* 
ably will prevent the completion of the 
lot before next spring. 


Passolt would not disclose what firms 


the village is negotiating with, but said 
he hopes a contract for the work will be 
awarded "very soon."

The USO Lounge at O'Hore Airport has 


experienced some hard financial times 
w i t h i n the past few months, but 
through the help of a desperation fund- 
raising effort the solldcr's shelter has 
managed to survive. 


Faced last June with the possibility of 


having to close because of lack of funds, 
the* local-USO put out a plea for dona- 
tions. Officials said $32,000 would be 
needed to keep the operation going. 


Although this amount was not collect- 


ed, tho USO did receive about $14,000 In 
contributions 
from 
Individuals 
and 


groups that has enabled the servicemen's 
club to carry on, said Dorothy Conlcy, 
O'Haro USO director. 


"Thanks to a lot of good press and the 


help of many organizations, wo managed 
to raise half the amount we needed," 
Mrs. Conlcy said. "Groups that normally 
would have sent In donations at the end 
of tho year rushed In their contributions 
ahead of time." 


AMONG THE LARGER benefactors 


were the American Legion Auxiliary of 
Illinois, the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
tho Mount Prospect Junior Women's 
Club and many local community chests. 


With tho help of these funds the O'Hare 


USO loungo will stay open at least 
through the end of this year, Mrs. Con- 
Icy said. "The funds have assured that 
we can continue to operate at least 
through tho Christmas and New Year's 
season. 1 don't know what kind of fund- 
raising campaign is being planned for 
tho end of the year or If we'll be able 
to operate beyond New Year's," Mrs. 
Conlcy said. 


The survival of the airport-based USO 


has been accompanied by some negative 
side effects as Mrs. Conlcy points out 
that certain cutbacks have had to be 
mndc. 


Tho O'Hare lounge had to reduce its 


hours by closing down on Saturday 
nights, which Mrs. Conlcy said is tra- 
ditionally the slowest night of the week 
at the lounge. Tho USO now Is open six 
days a week from 0 a.m. to 11 p.m. and 
Saturdays from 0 a.m. to 5 p.m. 


Rising prices also have forced budget 


cuts for Items such as coffee and dough- 
nuts, a serviceman's staple al the USO. 


Another major area affected by tho 


declining funds is tho Chicago local's 
contribution to the national USO. Mrs. 
Conlcy said Chicago used to raise enough 
money to make a substantial contribu- 
tion to the national to support the oper- 
ation of ovcrsca's clubs.

about "violation of my civil rights and 
Invasion of my privacy. 


"I haven't heard any of you people, 


except for the two ladies (board mem- 
bers Avis Wold and Judy Zanca) who say 
you found this a serious violation of my 
civil rights," he said. "You treat me as 
If this is a light matter." 


Flynn said he had been told by local 


political reporters that Erviti is "a part- 
time volunteer" for the Elk Grove Town- 
ship Rcpuglican Organization. Erviti, 
however, denied any connection with the 
organization, saying he hadn't worked 
with the group since 1962.

Board Pres. Gerald Smiley drew up

He added that it is 
Impossible for the developer to begin 
building the facility without knowing how 
much water retention Is required. 


The village board by a 5-1 vote ap- 


proved the extension for the tennis club 
property, as well as for an adjacent 
property which is zoned for multiple- 
family housing. 


Trustee Donald Jackson opposed the 


zoning extension for both properties. 


The club is to be built on 15 acres at 


1225 S. Wheeling Rd. It will include in- 
door and outdoor tennis courts, handball 
and racquet ball courts, an indoor and 
outdoor swimming pool, sauna, whirl- 
pool, restaurant and bar. Developer 
Charles Lind said the club also will be 
available for weddings, receptions and 
parties. 


The club is the first proposed under a

LOUISVILLE, Ky. - There IS gold in 


Ft. Knox. 


That now can be attested for the first 


time in history by the only "unauthorized 
personnel" ever admitted to the bowels 
of the national fortress since President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Inspected the gold 
in 1943. 


How much gold? 
Well, they tell us that our party saw 


the edges of $2 billion in the vault, which 
was unsealed for the first time in six 
years. 


It is impossible to see the rest because 


the gold bars are stacked floor-to-ceiling, 
wall-to-wall, front-to-back, in a vault 
measuring 15 feet high, 10 feet deep and 
8 feet wide. Each of the small dull yellow 
bars is worth about $65,000. 


BUT, THE NINE members of Con- 


gress and the horde of newsmen who out* 
numbered the politicians by about 13 to 1 
all appeared satisfied that the apprqjd- 
mately $21 billion of gold bullion stored 
in the legendary fortress is secure. 


The 20-ton door of the gold vault1 was 


swung open to visitors for the first time 
in order to quiet rumors that the gold 
had been spirited away. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, who 


instigated the inspection of the nation's 
chief repository of gold, said after the 


'One-eighth of all the world's gold.. ? 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. - It is smaller than 


a breadbox. It is smaller even than a 
loaf of bread. It is no bigger in fact than 
a self-respecting Kaiser roll. 


It measures approximately 7 by 3 5/8 


by 1 3/4 inches, and it weighs an amaz- 
ing 22 pounds. 


When U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 


R-mh, takes one of these items from a 
stock of some 360,000 stored in Ft. Knox, 
and passes it to you, you are holding in 
your hand the equivalent of $65,000. 


That amount seemed hardly significant 


when you are standing in a corner of a 


inspection that rumors of the raid on Ft. 
Knox could be laid to rest. 


"The problem (which led to violating 


the "no visitors" policy for the first time 
in the fort's 38 years)," said Crane, "was 
that the rumors had reached such pro- 
portions that they were becoming diffi- 
cult to refute." •' 


Financial reporters from Washington, 


D.C., confirmed that numerous Congress- 
men no'd 'been receiving mountains of

The Des Plaines chapter of the Com- 


bined Counties Police Assn. has filed a 
grievance with the city's police and fire 
commissioners challenging the one-day 
suspension last week of Patrolman Scott 
Broehl. 


Broehl was suspended Wednesday by 


Lt. Joseph Kozenczak for allegedly vio- 
lating the department's hair code. The 
suspension was upheld by Chief Arthur 
Hintz, prompting the CCPA's protest. 


No date for the hearing before the 


commission has been set. 


Broehl said department officials told 


•him his hair was not in compliance with 
the code because It hung over his ears. 
Broehl said he was reinstated after he 
combed his hair so that it did not hang 
over his ear, but he did not cut his hair. 


HINTZ IS ATTENDING an out-of-state 


convention and Capt. Dale Mensching de- 
clined comment on the incident. 


Patrolman Mike Albrecht, president 


of the local CCPA chapter, said he be- 
lieves Broehl was in compliance with the 
hair code at all times during the In- 
cident. "I believe he conforms with the 
regulations as they are set up," Al- 
brecht. said. 


"If a man keeps his hair neat, that 


should be the main concern. We are not 
fighting for shoulder-length hair but we 
feel a man's own Intelligence on this 
should be respected." 


Albrecht said the CCPA has not mode 


a decision what to do if the police and 
fire commission upholds the suspension. 
He said the' course of appeal after the 
commission rules is through the courts. 


"We'll have to talk to our-attorneys 


before we make any decision," Albrecht 
said. He added that similar cases are In 
litigation and CCPA officials will have to 
discuss with attorneys whether to await 
the outcome of these cases or to pursue 
action on their own. 


According to the police hair code, hair 


may extend one-quarter inch above the 
rear of the uniform collar. No mention is 
made of hair length In reference to the 
ear. 


A revised code allowing policemen to 


grow mustaches and sideburns as well as 
to sport longer hair was agreed to in 1973 
during contract negotiations between the 
CCPA and the city.

"I don't care what position they're

Within a week or two they were 
fighting to get into it," she said. 


Miss Wehling notes that her room 


is used as a resource center for stu- 
dents with learning problems and 
that she tries to steer away from, a 
classroom atmosphere. 


"I tell the kids they don't have to 


come here — they're here to help 
themselves," she said. "I want it to 
be a relaxed atmosphere — some- 
place they want to come to."

Thomas W. Flynn, 4th District Demo-

ho was disturbed at what ho described as 
a lack of concern by board members 
about "violation of my civil rights and 
Invasion of my privacy. 


"I haven't heard any of you people, 


except for the two ladles (board mem- 
bers Avis Wold and Judy Znnca) who say 
you found this a serious violation of my 
civil rights," ho sold. "You treat me as 
if this Is a light matter." 


Flynn said he had been told by local 


political reporters that Erviti is "a part- 
time volunteer" for the Elk Grove Town- 
ship Ropugllcan Organization. Erviti, 
however, denied any connection with the 
organization, saying he hadn't worked 
with the group since 1962. 


The Dlst. 89 policy committee Monday 


night was discussing a proposed policy 
that would prohibit the superintendent 
from checking the background of poten- 
tial employes without their consent.

'Temporary job' 
leads to career 
for Bob Kunkel

Bob Kunkel never planned on be- 


coming & full-time park district di- 
rector when he was graduated from 
the University of Northern Iowa in 
1965. Nine years later he finds him- 
self head of one of the oldest and 
most successfully run park districts 
in the Northwest suburbs. 


Kunkel, 32, has served as Des 


Plaines Park District director since 
September, 1968. Before being ap- 
pointed director, he served for three 
years as recreation supervisor, one 
of two full-time positions in the park 
district. Since he has become direc- 
tor the full-time staff has grown to 
four. 


"I never planned on a career in 


recreation," Kunkel admits. "I grad- 
uated with a teaching degree In phys- 
ical education but at the time I grad- 
uated in November, 1965,.there we- 
ren't too many teaching jobs avail- 
able." 


KUNKEL SAID he Joined the Des 


Plaines Park District the same 
month he graduated after some 
prodding by former director Charles 
Pezoldt. Kunkel, who was raised in 
the city, used to work summers for 
the park district and served as sum- 
mer program coordinator in 1964. 


"Pezoldt was after me to pursue a 


recreation career the last two years I 
was in college. At that time recrea- 
tion was not the big business it is 
today and I was more interested in 
coaching and teaching. 


"When I couldn't find a teaching 


Job after I graduated, I decided to 
accept Pezoldt's offer." 


Kunkel says his philosophy for run- 


ning the park district is to provide a 
wise use for persons to spend their 
leisure time. 


THE DIRECTOR SAID he is proud 


of the park district's facilities and its 
programs. Since he has been direc- 


tor, Kunkel said programs have 
more than doubled with the greatest 
increase coming In activities for 
women and girls. 


Although the district has about 300 


acres of park land including schools, 
Kunkel said this is only about half 
the amount which national averages 
recommend for a city the size of Des 
Plaines. 


"As an older community, Des 


Plaines' problem is that it is land 
locked and there are not many avail- 
able pieces of land we can acquire." 
Those areas that are available, Kun- 
kel said, are prohibitive because of 
the high asking price. 


"We concentrate on renovating and 


upgrading what we have since we 
know there is no realistic chance 
right now for us to acquire more 
land." 


Kunkel still believes, however, that 


the Northwest suburbs are rich In 
park space and he also feels this 
area has some of the best park dis- 
tricts in the state. The spirit of coop- 
eration between area park districts 
is great, Kunkel said, and park offi- 
cials tend to share an "open door pol- 
icy" regarding new ideas. 


WHILE THE Des Plaines Park 


District faces no Immediate financial 
woes, Kunkel said it is obvious the 
future for all park districts in the 
area of money is not so rosy. 


He cites the possibility of the elimi- 


nation of the personal property tax 
for business and industry as some- 
thing that could create a big finan- 
cial problem for park districts. The 
loss to the Des Plaines Park District 
could be as much as 15 to 20 per 
cent, he said. 


At the moment, however, the park 


district is financially healthy and 
Kunkel said support for the park dis- 
trict is good. "We're always willing 
to try new programs if people want 
them," Kunkel said.

Changes in city government 
debated; no decisions yet 


A Des Plaines City Council committee 


Monday night got a basketful of sugges- 
tions, but reached no conclusions on what 
changes, if any, to make in the offices of 
city clerk and city treasurer. 


The city code and judiciary committee, 


which has been considering changes in 
the entire structure of city government, 
was unable to reach a consensus after an 
hour-long debate. In the end, all three 
committee members decided to submit 
minority reports to the full council Oct. 7. 


Aid. Alan Abrams, 8th, chairman of 


the committee, favored making both 
posts part-time elected positions. 


However, Aid. Spencer Chase, 3rd, sug- 


gested abolishing the treasurer's' role 
and making the clerk a full-time appoint- 
ed employe. 


THE THIRD MEMBER of the panel, 


Aid. Kenneth Kehe, 2nd, called for a full- 
time elected clerk, but a part-time elect- 
ed treasurer. 


In citing the need for continuing to 


elect the clerk, both Abrams and Kehe 
cited the need for a final check and re- 
sponsibility for the accounting of city 
funds. 


City Treasurer Thomas Mahon, who 


won election to the post In 1973 on the 
platform of possibly abolishing the office, 
said he felt the treasurer's position 
should be retained, but the city comptrol- 
ler should take over the duties. 


City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach, who has 


held her position for nine years, said 
there was a need to keep the clerk both 
elected and full-time. She cited a number 
of responsibilities assigned to the clerk 
by law which require full-time attention. 


She said the clerk should be elected to 


provide better balance to the over-all ad- 
ministration of the city. 


SEVERAL OTHER aldermen at the 


committee meeting offered still more 
suggestions on revisions to both offices. 
Aid. Daniel Kisslinger, 4th, said both offi- 


cials should be appointed. Aid. Richard 
Ward, 8th, also suggested appointing the 
clerk, but abolishing the post of treas- 
urer. 


Aid. Carmen Sarlo, 6th, said both jobs 


should be styled after the mayor's office. 
If the mayorn Is made part-tune, he said, 
then the clerk and the treasurer should 
be part-time, but if a full-time mayor is 
in office then both other positions should 
be full-time. 


The committee earlier recommended 


making the mayor's post part-time, but 
the city council rejected the measure last 
summer. The committee also previously 
called for retaining the present number 
of aldermen and committees, both now 
set at 16. 


The issue of whether any of these ques- 


tions should be taken to the voters in a 
referendum has not yet been decided by 
either the committee or the full city 
council. 


Special group to consider 
need for school facilities 


In response to a citizens' 
group's 


request, the High School Dist. 214 Board 
of Education Monday night authorized 
formation of a special committee to as- 
sess needs for additional facilities such 
as swimming pools at Dist. 214 schools. 


The nucleus of the committee will be

Names of representatives will be chosen 
by the district administration and sub- 
mitted to the board at its next regular 
meeting. 


The committee's first task will be to 


study a lengthy list of building needs 
submitted to the board Monday night by 
the administration. The new committee 
will not be restricted to the adminis- 
tration list, board members said. 


NO TIME LIMIT was set for the spe- 


cial study. The list presented to the 
board did not indicate how the improve- 
ments would be financed if the board de- 
cides to go ahead with them.

Ft. Knox. 


That now can be attested for the first 


time In history by the only "unauthorized 
personnel" ever admitted to the bowels 
of the national fortress since President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Inspected the gold 
in 1943. 


How much gold? 
Well, they tell us that our party saw 


the edges of $2 billion in the vault, which 


• was unsealed for the first time in six 
years. 


It is impossible to see the rest because 


the gold bars are stacked floor-to-ceiling, 
wall-to-wall, front-to-back, In a vault 
measuring 15 feet high, 10 feet deep and 
8 feet wide. Each of the small dull yellow 
bars is worth about $63,000.

Village rejects Centex 
plan to fix furnaces

Centex Homes Corp. Monday failed to 


come up with an acceptable proposal to 
correct building code violations for some 
1,700 Elk Grove Village homes with de- 
fective furnaces. 


In a letter to village trustees, Centex 


rosubmittcd Its offer of last week to pro- 
vide residents with a $6 do-it-yourself re- 
pair kit, an offer already rejected by vil- 
lage officials. 


In addition, Centex said In its letter it 


would pay $85 of an estimated $125 cost to 
replace heat exchangers in the furnaces 
of affected homes. 


CENTEX ALSO asked to be allowed to 


do a model-by-modol inspection of homes 
to determine exact code violations in 
each. 


Village officials meeting Monday night 


as a commlttco-of-thc-wholo scoffed at 
the Centex proposal. They said the do-it- 
yoursclf kit la unacceptable and added 
that inspections of homes by village 
building department employes have al- 
ready catalogued the list of code viola- 
tions that exist. 


Trustees Instead discussed a proposal 


to present to Centex as possible alterna- 
tives. Among these ore that residents 
pay only a pro-raU share of the cost of 
Installing new furnaces in their homes, 
with Centex picking up the balance. 


For example, trustees said residents 


could bo charged $6.25 per year for the 
number of years they have owned their 
homes. The money would be applied to- 
ward the cost of replacing the furnace, 
while Centex paid the rest. 


Another proposal would require Centex 


to replace faulty vent and grille caps on 
furnace Intakes and chimneys. 


TRUSTEES DID not rule out the possi- 


bility of filing suit against the corpo- 
ration to resolve the furnace problem.

Drafting is 'first' in Betty's life

Betty Fowler's life has been a series of 


"firsts": 


• She was among the first girls to 


study drafting at her high school. 


• She was the first of her family's six 


daughters to enter the drafting field. 


• And this fall, she became the first 


female drafting teacher In the history of 
High School Dist. 214. 


Her Interest in drafting, fanned by sev- 


en older brothers who entered the field, 
started early in high school. 


ONE OF 16 CHILDREN, she came to 


the United States from her native Cana- 
da at 8, when her father was killed in an 
auto accident. 


She grew up at Mooseheart, near Aur- 


ora, a community for widows and chil- 
dren of Moose members and it was there 
where she started her interest in draft- 
ing, which would eventually lead to a 
teaching job at Prospect High School. 


"They encourage vocational training 


there. They want you to be prepared and 
have a trade when you leave," said Miss 
Fowler. 


"Girls could choose secretarial train- 


ing, home economics, beauty culture or 
drafting. I chose drafting." 


"The teacher there really encouraged 


drafting for girls," said Miss Fowler. 


ABOUT itt YEARS into college, she 


decided in favor of drafting as a career, 
rather than music. "I played several In- 
struments, none very well." 


"It was hard to get a job as a music 


teacher and even harder to be a profes- 
sional, so I went to drafting." 


Actually, she became an Industry and 


technology major, which not only in- 
volved drafting but auto mechanics, weld- 
ing and woodworking. Again, she was 
one of three girls in that major subject 
area. 


"There weren't more because many 


girls are scared of it. I know I was," 


said Miss Fowler. "I didn't have the con- 
fidence to take auto mechanics and the 
like."

Village officials oppose density 
Housing plans told 
for race-track land 


'Fighters' gearing for big one

The fighters weighed in Monday night

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A housing project on Arlington Park 


Race Track land which Includes 33-story 
buildings and would bring 15,000 residents 
to the area was presented to Arlington 
Heights officials Monday night. 


Several Arlington Heights officials said 


they believe the annexation agreement, 
signed in 1969 bringing the massive race 
track complex into the village, "allows 
nothing like the density proposed here" 
and indicated they would oppose the 
project as submitted Monday. 


Representatives of the Richards Group 


of Illinois representing Madison Square 
Garden Corp., owners of the race-track 
complex, told village officials the first 
phase of the development could be com- 
pleted within 18 months to two years. 
This phase includes townhouses and con- 
dominium apartments at Euclid Avenue 
and Salt Creek. 


The second phase shows four-and five- 


story apartment buildings north of the 
'Arlington Park Towers hotel. The final 
stage of development would not be com- 
pleted for 15 to 20 years and Includes 
twelve 33-story buildings. 


The entire housing project was de- 


.scrlbed by one official as "a whole new 
city with more impact on Arlington 
Heights and the area than anything in 
history." 
- 


THE SKYSCRAPER buildings by sub- 


urban standards would be located in the 
center of the site, with some near North- 
west Highway and 111. Rte. 53 at the Pal- 
atine village limits. 


The entire development would be built 


on now-vacant land between the race 
track and the hotel. 


Although the number of housing units 


proposed Is twice that allowed under pre- 
sent Arlington Heights codes, a 1969 an- 
nexation agreement may exempt Madi- 
son Square Garden Corp. from any den- 
sity requirements, particularly on the 
height of buildings. 


Richard Babcock, attorney for the de- 


velopers, said he felt refusal of the vil- 
lage board to allow the project might re- 
sult in what he called "a breech of 
agreement and the petitioner may seek 
disannexation." 


A public meeting is scheduled Monday 


to discuss the annexation agreement. 


ACCORDING TO Madison Square Gar- 


den's traffic engineer, road improve- 
ments would be needed on Rohlwing 
Road making it four lanes, which then 
would be a major highway for persons in 
the development. The road now leading 
from the Arlington Park railway station 
also would be Improved, he said. He esti- 
mated 25 per cent of all residents of the 
development would use the commuter 
training to travel to work.

Grant for Salt Creek before House unit 


A U.S. House of Representatives sub- 


committee today Is scheduled to consider 
an application for $2.5 million in federal 
funds for the Salt Creek Watershed com- 
bined flood-control and recreation proj- 
ect.

A SPOKESMAN for U.S. Rep. Ray 


Roberts, D-Tex., chairman of the water 
resources subcommittee, said Monday 
that the Salt Creek Watershed appli- 
cation would be reviewed today and said 
it is expected to be approved. 


If the subcommittee okays the appli- 


cation, it will go to the full Public Works 
Committee for consideration and then to 
the Office of Management and Budget 
for authorization of funds. 


Bernard Behrends, project engineer for 


the Division of Waterways, Illinois Dept. 
of Transportation, said he suspected that 
perhaps the U.S. House subcommittee 
has not acted on the Salt Creek and other 
watershed applications because of a hold 
on federal spending. 


"In this recession sort of era, the gov- 


ernment is probably holding funds to 
keep Inflation down," he said. 


The spokesman for Roberts' office said 


he did not know why the subcommittee 
had delayed In reviewing the application. 


THE TOTAL Salt Creek Watershed 


project will include a 589-acre basin in 


the Ned Brown Forest Preserve that was 
part of phase one of the work and is near 
completion, several dams on Salt Owk 
including the main dam below its junc- 
tion of the north and west branches that 
will create a 470-acre recreational lake in 
Busse Woods, a ski hill and picnic areas. 


It is expected to be late summer or 


early fall of 1976 before the recreational 
facilities of the watershed project are 
ready for public use. 


Behrends said he anticipates that 


workers will begin pouring concrete for 
the Salt Creek dams soon. At least one of 
them should be ready by Christmas,' he 
said.

Ferndale Heights Utility Co. will be held 
by the Illinois Pollution Control Board at 
10:30 a.m. today at the Siade Street 
Fire Station, 117 W. Slade St.

The complaint alleges the noise has been 
coming from a large, gas-engine-driven 
well pump since June, 1D71. 


The Illinois Environmental Protection 


Agency and Illinois Atty. Gen. William 
Scott, who jointly filed the complaint, are 
asking the pollution control board to or- 
der the utility company to correct the 
noise violation and impose fines of up to 
$10,000 plus $1,000 for each day the viola- 
tion continues.

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Park district yet to decide pool, tennis courts location

Whore should Salt Creek Park District 


build Its proposed pool and tennis com- 
plex? 
' 


To date, the two most toUcod-about 


sites for the six-figure venture arc Lake 
Irene and Lake Rossltcr, twin lakes in 
Palatine just north of-the III. Rte. 53 and 
Northwest Highway Interchange. 


Lako Irene, sometimes called "Dough- 


nut Lake," because of a small island In 
Its middle, Is on the cast. It is hemmed 
in by a housing development to the 
north, condominium apartments to the 
west, and III. Rtc. S3 to the cast. The 
lake is deep and spring-fed, with a natu- 
ral beach to the north. The lake area's 
natural landscape already boasts well- 
grown maple trees and ground cover. 


The entire area is easily accessible from 
the western frontage road off Rte. 53. 


LAKE IRENE is privately owned by 


Herman Brandt. The park district would 
have to spend a good deal of money to 
purchase the site, although figures have 
not yet been mentioned. Besides, there 
are prior claims to the land. 


The park district says that its residents 


want a pool and tennis complex. They 
would like to present the voters with a 
referendum in December asking for an 
estimated $900,000 to finance the pool, 
tennis complex, further park devel- 
opment and land acquisition. They would 
like to sec construction begin this spring. 


Both Lake Irene and Lake Rossiter 


figure in the Upper Salt Creek Watershed 
Plan, which would provide flood control 
for this region. The project, now await- 


ing federal approval, is a joint project of 
several governmental agencies .including 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District and 
the North Cook Soil and Water Con- 
servation District. Planned construction 
on the two lakes should take two years. 


MSD is in the early stages of buying 


Lake Irene and surrounding property for 
flood-retention work as part of the water- 
shed project", E. T. Korolewski of the 
MSD's real estate department, said. Salt 
Creek Park District could possibly pur- 
chase Lake Irene jointly with MSD to se- 
cure claim on the land for its proposed 
pool and tennis complex. 


ALTHOUGH KAROLEWSKI said the 


purchase negotiations are "just in the 
talking stages," a joint purchase ar- 
rangement would mean that Salt Creek 
Park District would have to have ready 


cash for its part of the deal. While MSD 
moves toward closing a deal on Lake 
Irene, Salt Creek is still listening to vari- 
ous architectural proposals on the type of 
pool it wants to build. Salt Creek is still 
several months away from the referen- 
dum that will hopefully provide it with 
the money for the pool and tennis com- 
plex. 


If the district did not wish to jointly 


purchase the Lake Irene site with MSD, 
Karolewsld said that "we could deal 


• directly with them" in arranging for the 
park district's eventual use of the land. 
Salt Creek could either buy the property 
from MSD once flood retention work on 
the lake Is completed (two years after 
construction begins, by recent estimates) 
or enter into on agreement with MSD on 
the use of the land. 


"We would like our 'retention reser- 


voirs to be used for public purposes when 
not being used for water retention," 
Karolewski said. If a park district agrees 
to maintain the MSD land for recreation, 
he said the MSD is happy to let them use 
it. MSD is only bound to maintain its wa- 
ter, sewer and flood-retention facilities. 


IN THE MEANTIME, Lake Rossiter to 


the west doesn't have all the recreational 
charm that Lake Irene has, but it has 
another very attractive feature. It is 
owned by the Village of Palatine and 
could be donated to the Salt Creek Park 
District. It has been the most-discussed 
site for the pool and tennis complex for 
.just this reason. 


MSD officials have told the park dis- 


trict that it might be able to arrange to 
construct the pool and tennis complex 


while flood-retention work is being done 
at Lake Rossiter. Thomas McCann of the 
flood-control department at MSD said 
that park officials should check the soil 
conservation district's designs of planned 
flood-retention work to see if pool con- 
structon can be accommodated. "If they 
work through us, we can get something," 
McCann said. 


Salt Creek's attorney, Michael Stron- 


berg, has talked with MSD about fl*e 
status of the Upper Salt Creek Watershed 
Project. He refused to comment on his 
conversation until he presented a report 
to the park board officers in a meeting 
Monday. He has not yet asked the Village 
of Palatine for the donation of Lake Rossi- 
ter to the park district, although he said 
that he would do so once the board acted 
on his information from MSD. 


LAKE IRENE, SOMETIMES called "Doughnut Lake" is 
now privately owned, but the Metropolitan Sanitary Di»- 
triet it seeking to purchase the land and lake in prepa- 
ration for flood retention work as part of the Upper Salt 


Creek Watershed Plan. According to an MSD real es- 
tate spokesman, Salt Creek Park District could arrange 
to jointly purchase Lake Irene with the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District. 


LAKE ROSSITER, the western most of Palatine's twin 
lakes just north of the III. 
Rte. 53 and Northwest High- 


way interchange, has been the most discussed site for 


Salt Creek Park District's proposed pool and tennis 
complex. It is now owned by the Village of Palatine and 
could be donated to the park district. 


Area north of Winston Park 
High school site annexed 
to village unanimously 


High School Dist. 2ll's sixth school site 


was annexed to Palatine Monday night in 
a unanimous village board vote. 


Tho 60-acro site Is north of the Winston 


Park subdivision at Rohlwing Road and 
Cunningham Drive. 


Voters in 1070 approved a referendum 


setting aside $9 million for construction 
of tho school, and will bo asked on Oct. 
19 to approve an additional expenditure 
of $8.5 million lo cover inflated costs in 
tho construction industry. 


Plans call for construction of a high 


school for 2,500 students, including on 


athletic field, driver-training facility, 
school-bus storage and maintenance fa- 
cility, swimming pool and auditorium. 


The Dist. 211 Board of Education plans 


to let bids in late fall and begin construc- 
tion in the spring. 


UNDER THE TERMS of the annexa- 


tion agreement, the school district will 
improve and dedicate a 40-foot strip 
along the west end of the school site to 
the village for the Rohlwing Road exten- 
sion.

New law would keep soil 
from Salt Creek, sewers 


Steps are being taken-to ensure that 


soil from 'construction sites in Palatine 
does not seep into sewers or Salt Creek. . 


A proposed soil-erosion-control ordi- 


nance requires a developer to prepare 
site-development plans and obtain a site- 
development permit at the same time he 
• applies for a building permit. 


The ordinance Is intended to give the 


village greater control over a devel- 
opment from the time ground is moved, 
rather than awaiting construction. 


TRUSTEE ROBERT J. Guss Jr. said 


the ordinance would eliminate the prob- 
lem of soil from construction sites erod- 
ing into the creek and clogging the sew- 
ers, destroying aquatic life and necessi- 
tating costly repairs. 


The ordinance has been drafted and 


sent to the 'Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict, North Cook County Soil Con- 
servation District, Governor's Office on 
Flood Control, village planner, Northwest 
Municipal League.and other Oodles for 
review and comment. The Citizens Clean 
Streams, and. Flood Committee and vil- 
lage board flood-control committee will 


review the feedback at a joint meeting 
'Oct. 9. 


Guss said the proposed ordinance prob- 


ably would be presented to the Palatine 
Village Board for adoption in November. 


VIOLATION OF THE ordinance car- 


ries a $10,000 fine or 180 days of impris- 
onment or both. The developer also must 
bear the cost of restoration of the proper- 
ty. 


"We are not trying to scare developers 


away. The property is there and the need 
is there," Guss said. "I would rather 
have the non-quality building not come to 
Palatine because of this ordinance and 
have the quality builder come because of 
the ordinance." 


Guss said the proposed ordinance is 


the second in a series of three planned to 
control development of land within the 
village. The first, already enacted, Is an 
ordinance banning construction in flood 
plains. The other ordinance Guss would 
like to see adopted would set water re- 
tention and detention basin requirements 
on parcels under five acres.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. - There IS gold in 


Ft. Knox. 


That now can be attested for the first 


time in history by the only "unauthorized 
personnel" ever admitted to the bowels 
of the national fortress since President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt inspected the gold 
in 1943. 


How much gold? 
Well, they tell us that our party saw 


the edges of $2 billion in the vault, which 
was unsealed for the first time in six 
years. 


It is impossible to see the rest because 


the gold bars are stacked floor-towelling, 
wall-to-wall, front-to-back, in a vault 
measuring 15 feet high, 10 feet deep and 
8 feet wide. Each of the small dull yellow 
bars is worth about $65,000. 


BUT, THE NINE members of Con- 


gress and the horde of newsmen who out- 
numbered the politicians by about 13 to 1 
all appeared satisfied that the approxi- 
mately $21 billion of gold bullion stored 
in the legendary fortress is secure. 


The 20-ton door of the gold vault was 


swung open to visitors for the first time 
in order to quiet rumors that the gold 
had been spirited away. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, who 


instigated the inspection of the nation's 
chief repository of gold, said after the 


'One-eighth of all the world's gold...' 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. - It is smaller than 


a breadbox. It is smaller even than a 
loaf of bread. It Is no bigger in fact than 
a self-respecting Kaiser roll. 


It measures approximately 7 by 3 5/8 


by 1 3/4 Inches, and it weighs an amaz- 
ing 22 pounds. 


When U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 


R-12th, takes one of these items from a 
stock of some 360,000 stored in Ft. Knox, 
and passes it to you, you are holding in 
your hand the equivalent of $65,000. 


That amount seemed hardly significant 


when you are standing in a corner of a 


room containing more than $2 billion 
worth of these little gold bars. 


The room Is hardly bigger than the 


bathroom in your home. 


EXCEPT FOR THE glare from the 


television lights the bar is not the spar- 
kling yellow stuff you had expected to 
see. It has a dull copper cast due to the 
10 per cent dilution of copper which goes 
into gold bars to make it suitable for the 
production of coins. 


The "good stuff," you are told, is 


downstairs. That Is the butter yellow

inspection that rumors of the raid on Ft.

Village officials oppose density 
Housing plans told 
for race-track land 


'Fighters' gearing ior big one

The fighters weighed in Monday night 


at the ad hoc committee to study the pro- 
posed development of the Arlington Park 
Towers golf course into a suburb of Ar- 
lington Heights with a projected'popu- 
lation of 15,000.

CARL STUART of the Westgate Civic 


Assn. advised, "You better get there ear- 
ly Monday night. Because If you don't, 
you won't have any room to write." 


Next Monday the full village board 


takes up the question in a special ses- 
sion, and unlike last night's meeting, 
there will be ample opportunity for the 
citizens to make themselves heard. 


They know the board is composed of 


Village Caucus members whoso party 
platform urges continuation of Arlington 
Heights as a town of single-family 
homes. And here come the New Yorkers 
with plans for plugging in more than 


5,000 units of apartments, townhouses 
and condominiums. 


Plan Comr. Norman Breycr, member 


of the special committee, found it hard to 
v i s u a l i z e twelve 33-story apartment 
buildings in the City of Friendly Neigh- 
bors. 


"They'll be the tallest buildings be- 


tween Chicago and Rockford ... or Min- 
neapolis," he said. 


ARTHUR GINGOLD. president of the 


Richards Group which is handling the de- 
velopment for Madison Square Garden, 
acknowledged, "Yes, they'll be up 
there." 


A member of the audience said, 


"They'll be the tallest between Chicago 
and the North Pole." 


The bone to be picked over is whether 


the preanncxatlon agreement of Oct. 20, 
1969, allows the developers to come in a 
project that will increase by one-fifth the 
present population at double the per- 
mitted density. 


Stuart is afraid they have that ability. 


"It appears they have the strength of the 
preannexatlon agreement. . . they have 
the privilege," he said. 


While admitting to some frustration, 


Stuart said there would be a show of 
force next week.

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A housing project on Arlington Park 


Race Track land which includes 33-story 
buildings and would bring 15,000 residents 
to the area was presented to Arlington 
Heights officials Monday night. 


Several Arlington Heights officials said 


they believe the annexation agreement, 
signed in 1969 bringing the massive race 
track complex into the village, "allows 
nothing like the density proposed here" 
and indicated they would oppose the 
project as submitted Monday. 


Representatives of the Richards Group 


of Illinois representing Madison Square 
Garden Corp., owners of the race-track 
complex, told village officials the first 
phase of the development could be com- 
pleted within 18 months to two years. 
This phase includes townhouses and con- 
dominium apartments at Euclid Avenue 
and Salt Creek. 


The second phase shows four-and five- 


story apartment buildings north of the 
Arlington Park Towers hotel. The final 
stage of development would not be com- 
pleted for 15 to 20 years and includes 
twelve 33-story buildings. 


The entire housing project was de- 


scribed by one official as "a whole new 
city with more impact on Arlington 
Heights and the area than anything in 
history." 


THE SKYSCRAPER buildings by sub- 


urban standards would be located in the 
center of the site, with some near North- 
west Highway and 111. Rte. 53 at the Pal- 
atine village limits. 


The entire development would be built 


on now-vacant land between the race 
track and the hotel. 


Although the number of housing units 


proposed is twice that allowed under pre- 
sent Arlington Heights codes, a 1969 an- 
nexation agreement may exempt Madi- 
son Square Garden Corp. from any den- 
sity requirements, particularly on the 
height of buildings. 


Richard Babcock, attorney for the de- 


velopers, said he felt refusal of the vil- 
lage board to allow the project might re- 
sult In what he called "a breech of 
agreement and the petitioner may seek 
disannexation." 


A public meeting is scheduled Monday 


to discuss the annexation agreement. 


ACCORDING TO Madison Square Gar- 


den's traffic engineer, road improve- 
ments would be needed on Rohlwing 
Road making it four lanes, which then 
would be a major highway for persons in 
the development. The road now leading 
from the Arlington Park railway station 
also would be improved, he said. He esti- 
mated 25 per cent of all residents of the 
development would use the commuter 
training to travel to work.

City to query bureau on census count 


Rolling Meadows will seek an ex- 


planation from the U.S. Census Bureau 
of last week's population report showing 
the city grew by only 420 persons In four 
years. 


Members of the city council finance 


committee also decided Monday night to 
direct an inquiry by Administrative As- 
sistant Charles Green of the accuracy of 
this month's special census. 


The council now may request a 


recount, if Green's investigation rein- 
forces their view the special census re- 
port contains obvious errors. 


"I HAVE TO CONFESS I am very 


shocked by the fact we have only 19,598 
people in the City of Rolling Meadows," 
said Aid. James A. Huddleston, 4th, com- 
mittee chairman. 


Huddleston said he does not know 


whether the census 
bureau honors 


recount requests, or if the city would 
face additional charges to the $8,000 al- 
ready spent If a request were honored. If 
the bureau refuses a recount, and if he 
still is convinced there is significant er- 
ror, he said he may recommend the city 
pay for another special census. 


The committee directed Green to ask 


the census bureau for a detailed area-by- 
area report of population levels in the 
city. Green is to conduct his own in- 
vestigation, and compare his findings 
with those provided by the bureau. He Is 
to report back at a special committee 
meeting Oct. 7. 


Green will be looking at such areas as 


Meadow Trace apartments, where the 
special census showed a population drop 
from 1,800 persons in 1970 to only 800 this 
month. He will seek occupancy figures 


from apartment complex management to 
determine validity of census figures. 


IF GREEN'S investigation shows ma- 


jor differences, "then I would assume 
the census bureau would correct their ef- 
forts by a recount of areas we find in 
error," said Huddleston. "I think it has 
to be checked. Many of us had ex- 
pectations of a much higher number," he 
added. 


Aldermen Fredrick E. Jacobson, 5th, 


and William D. Ahrens, 2nd, also said 
they were "very disappointed." Jacobson 
said it seemed "strange that we don't 
have 20,000" and he still believes the 
population exceeds that level. 


Ahrens said he does "not believe" the 


census report is accurate, but he added 
he is "sure they would not do a recount." 


The aldermen speculated a low popu- 


lation increase despite annexations and 
new apartment construction could stem 


in part from the number of children of 
city residents attending college away, 
from home. They would not have been' 
counted in the census. 


HUDDLESTON SAID his decision on 


urging a second special census would 
hinge on financial considerations. The 
city's revenue from state income and 
motor fuel tax rebates is based on popu- 
lation. The gain of 420 persons in this 
month's count Is expected to produce 
about $6,120 new revenue annually. Pro- 
viding a substantial error could increase 
that amount significantly, he said. 


Since the 1970 census, the city has an-: 


nexed the Brookwood apartment complex 
and the Phillipe subdivision. Other prop- 
erties developed since then include Three - 
Fountains condominiums, Georgetown 1 
apartments, Wintrop Village and Tall; 
Oaks, Dawngate and Creekside subdivi-- 
sions.

It's all a question of value judgments 
Students learning tvhat's 
really important to them

Imagine you are going to a desert- 


ed Island for a one-week vacation 
and must pack everything you'll 
need in a paper bag. What would you 
pack? 


Children in Palatine-Rolling Mead- 


ows Dist.- 15 ore being asked this 
question as part of a program in 
"values clarification" designed by 
the district's guidance office. 


The deserted Island "trip" is one of 


many activities in the program that 
helps children develop values and 
make decisions on their own. 


The children decide what is Impor- 


tant to them, said Barbara Barry, 
coordinator of the district guidance 
program. The activities designed by 
Miss Barry are divided into three 


parts — self-awareness, attitudes, 
and decision making. 


TEACHERS OF ALL grades run 


through the activities with the chil- 
dren in the classroom at least once 
every week. 


One Is "The Bottomless Magic 


Basket." Children sit together form- 
Ing a circle. One child pretends to 
pull a favorite object out of the bas- 
ket and then acts out a pantomime 
with the object. The other children 
must guess what it is. 


The idea Is to get children to think 


about which possessions arc most 
important to them. 


In another activity, students arc 


asked to write or tape record a tele- 
vision commercial about themselves. 
They must think of the things they do 
well and their good qualities in an 


attempt to sell themselves. 


ONE OF THE decision-making ac- 


tivities is called "Disney World Di- 
lemma." Each student is given an 
imaginary $15 to spend on food and 
rides at Disney World. The game can 
be adapted to a group activity by 
giving a group of children $75 and 
forcing them to make the choices to- 
gether and discover the value of 
compromise. 


The program "takes the values the 


children come with and assists the 
children in clarifying them," said 
Miss Barry. 


"Kids today have to make so many 


decisions," said Lorita Langlcy, di- 
rector of pupil personnel services at 
Dist. 15. "Whatever we can do to 
make decisions rationally, based on 
values, is a good thing." 


Two students petitioning 
to make phys ed optional

Two Elk Grove High School students 


have started a petition to change a state 
law requiring students to take physical 
education classes in high school. 


Saying they are dissatisfied with the 


requirement and the types of physical 
education courses offered at the school, 
the two have obtained signatures from 
more than 500 students on petitions that 
will be forwarded to the Illinois General 
Assembly. 


The organizers, seniors Richard Re- 


penning and Robin Jarmuth, have set a 
goal of 1,500-student signatures they will 
present to State Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arllngton Heights. Mrs. Chapman said 
she will support the students, but sees 
little hope for approval of their request. 


THE PETITION states that physical 


education should be an optional, credit 
course, Rcpennlng said. High School 
Dlst. 214 policy does not give academic 
credit for the class, but requires students 
to take physical education, pass the 
course or not graduate. 


Repenning said if credit could be given 


for the course and the state requirement 
abolished, students could then substitute 
other classes for physical education. 


"It doesn't surprise me," said Dist. 214 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, referring to the 
student's request. "The subject is always 
coming up. Many students strongly favor 
physical education on an optional basis." 


, 
Gilbert said the district is looking into 


alternatives to the traditional physical 
education classes. Through special state 
approval, a pilot program has been set 
up for some seniors at Wheling High 
School which makes physical education 


optional for at least one semester. 


SENIORS WHO accumulate the 16 


credits needed for graduation in seven 
semesters, but elect to stay in school to 
graduate with their class, are given the 
option of enrolling in physical education 
their last semester, Gilbert said. 


Last year, about half of the students 


who completed graduation requirements 
early decided to forego classes the final 
semester, Gilbert said. 


Gilbert said the district may urge the 


state to make the Wheeling program the 
normal procedure In the district. 


ANOTHER APPROACH to physical 


education is being tried at Forest View 
High School, Arlington Heights, .where 
juniors and seniors still have to take 
P.E. classes, but are allowed to set up 
their own program, geared to their Inter- 
ests, said Jack Martin, principal. 


The program can range from golf to 


bowling or bicycle riding, Martin said. 


Both Mrs. Chapman and Gilbert, while 


supporting the students, believe their 
drive would be "difficult" at the very 
least. 


"You'd probably need a state-wide ef- 


fort to counteract others who lobbied 
very strongly to get the mandatory phys- 
ical education law passed," she said. 


Mrs. Chapman said she would like to 


see the determination on whether or not 
physical education should be mandatory 
made by the local school board, rather 
than at the state level. 


"It's hard to be an opponent of the 


law," said Gilbert. "Supporters can ar- 
gue you're against health and physical 
education."

LOUISVILLE, Ky. - There IS gold In 


Ft. Knox. 


That now can be attested for the first 


time in history by the only "unauthorized 
personnel" ever admitted to the bowels 
of the national fortress since President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Inspected the gold 
in 1943. 


How much gold? 
Well, they tell us that our party saw 


the edges of $2 billion in the vault, which 
was unsealed for the first time in six 
years. 


It is impossible to see the rest because 


the gold bars are stacked floor-to-ceiling, 
wall-to-wall, front-to-back, in a vault 
measuring 15 feet high, 10 feet deep and 
8 feet wide. Each of the small dull yellow 
bars is worth about $65,000. 


BUT, THE NINE members of Con- 


gress and the horde of newsmen who out- 
numbered the politicians by about 13 to 1 
all appeared satisfied that the approxi- 
mately $21 billion of gold bullion stored 
in the legendary fortress is secure. 


The 20-ton door of the gold vault was 


swung open to visitors for the first time 
in order to quiet rumors that the gold 
had been spirited away. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, who 


instigated the inspection of the nation's 
chief repository of gold, said after the 


'One-eighth of all the world's gold...' 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. - It is smaller than 


a brcadbox. It is smaller even than a 
loaf of bread. It is no bigger in fact than 
a self-respecting Kaiser roll. 


It measures approximately 7 by 3 5/8 


by 1 3/4 inches, and it weighs an amaz- 
ing 22 pounds. 


When U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane,

Village weighs controversial 
Woodfield 76 annexation law

First of a series 


Schaumburg officials are studying a 


controversial annexation ordinance that 
would pave the way into the village for 
the $230 million Woodficld 78 "metro cen- 
ter." 


Plans for the huge complex were 


quickly embraced by village officials af- 
ter being unveiled Aug. 14. But since 
then, questions have been raised by some 
residents and by Village Engineer Jo- 
seph Zgonlna about the terms of the an- 
nexation ordinance. 


The 50-page legal document makes up 


one of (Ive bound volumes prepared by 
the team of developers that topes to 
bring the 237 acres along Golf Rood into 
the village for the massive project.

The request for annexation of the prop, 


city, now the site of Union Oil's Midwest 
headquarters, Includes many concessions 
the village Is not normally asked to pro- 
vide. 


Developers suggest a new "Planned 


Metro District" zoning classification for 
the property and have submitted a pro- 
posed ordinance, uhich after minor revi- 
sions was recommended by the Schaum- 


burg Zoning Board of Appeals for adop- 
tion by the village board. 


The metro-district zoning ordinance 


limits that zoning to tracts a minimum of 
100 acres planned to contain five or more 
principal buildings. 


IN ADDITION TO bringing the land 


Into the corporate limits of Schaumburg 
and granting metro-district zoning, the 
village is being asked to: 


• Provide all utilities and a domestic 


water system. 


• Design and construct all external 


roods adjoining the project. 


• Design, build, operate and maintain 


an expandable "people mover" serving 
the development and linking it Initially 
with Woodficld Shopping Center. 


• Provide public transportation be- 


tween the project and nearby rail-com- 
muter stations as well as design, build, 
operate and maintain a BOO-car munici- 
pal parking facility. 


• Build a cultural center on a devel- 


oper-donated site In the center. 


• Build either a police or fire station 


on a developer-donated site. 


• Agree to Issue 25 liquor licenses. 
• Agree to no increase In permit, in- 


spection or licensing fees or sewer and 
water tap-on costs over the 20-year life of 
the Initial development period. 


DEVELOPERS PROPOSE revenue 


bonds and special assessment programs 
for financing the necessaiy utilities, 
roads, transportation facilities and park- 
Ing garage at what they say will be no 
cost to residents. 


But Schaumburg's role as a partner in 


Woodfield 76 has been financially under- 
estimated by developers, according to 
Zgonina. 


Zgonlna has pinpointed shortcomings 


in the developers' cost estimates for 
sanitary sewer and water distribution sys- 
tems In a seven-page report included in 
zoning board minutes of hearings on the 
"metro center" ordinance. 


Zgonlna called a $240,000 cost estimate 


for the sanitary system "inadequate" 
since estimates are based on current 
costs with no regard for inflation. Cost 
estimates for the water system also are 
low, Zgonina said, adding the plan does 
not conform with the village's master 
water plan. He said the facility would be 
inadequate to serve the development if 
plans are followed. 


ZGONINA CONSIDERS 
developers' 


suggestions that the village provide land 
and money for sewage treatment plans 
"virtually improbable, and highly une- 
conomical." The village's role in design 


and construction of the sewer and water 
system proposed by the developer is also 
questioned by Zgonina. 


The proposed annexation agreement 


requires the village-financed parking fa- 
cility be designed by an architect em- 
ployed by developers stipulating that 
construction must begin one month after 
developers notify the village that a need 
for it exists. It is requested the village 
issue revenue bonds to pay for the park- 
ing facility. The bonds,would be repaid 
through money collected from parking 
fees. 


The agreement calls for operation of a 


transportation system three months after 
the developer tells the village of its need 
for transit facilities. 


Zgonina contends it is impossible to 


build the garage within the specified 
time, suggesting six to eight months no- 
tice as "more realistic." He also opts for 
more time on the transit system since "it 
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Inflation-ridden costs in the construc- 


tion industry have hiked the cost Hoff- 
man Estates will likely have to pay for 
its fourth fire engine. 


Bids opened for the project last week 


indicate the village may have to spend 
$205,356 for the station, about $35,000 
more than planned. Consulting architect 
Andrew MacPherson told the village 
board Monday night only a small reduc- 
tion, if any, from that estimate Is likely. 


MacPherson added, however, negotia- 


tions are under way with the four lowest 
bidders on the general contracting phase 
of the project seeking corrections on ex- 
cavating costs that were misinterpreted 
by the companies. The revised bids could 
reduce the cost by "several thousand dol- 
lars," MacPherson said, but a major 
over-all reduction is not expected. 


INCREASING costs for steel, concrete 


and building materials are responsible 
for the Inflated cost figure, MacPherson 
said. Bids indicate the station, planned at 
Mumford Drive and Freeman Boulevard, 
will cost the village up to 32 per cent 
more than the $170,000 estimate that 
MacPherson's firm, Otis and Associates 
of Northbrook, had projected. 


"We're going to have to get used to 


living witffThese higher prices," Mac- 


Pherson told the board. A meeting be- 
tween MacPherson and the village board 
building committee was set for Oct. 1 to 
consider the bids further. 


Groundbreaking for the station had 


been scheduled for Oct. 2, Village Pres. 
Virginia Hayter had said before bids 
were opened Thursday. Trustees Monday 
said they still hope to complete construc- 
tion of the station this year. 


"I can't tell you how disappointed I am 


in the amounts," MacPherson said of the 
bids. He said rebldding of the project 
probably would not reduce the cost, how- 
ever, and might even result in higher 
bids. 


THE FIRE STATION is planned to 


serve the part of the village that lies 
north of the Northwest Tollway. Con- 
struction of the station was authorized by 
the village, which will absorb the Hoff- 
man Estates Fire Protection District 
next .month to create a municipal fire 
department.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. - There IS gold In 


Ft. Knox. 


That now can be attested for the first 


time In history by the only "unauthorized 
personnel" ever admitted to the bowels 
of the national fortress since President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt inspected' the gold 
in 1943. 


How much gold? 
Well, they tell us that 'our party saw 


the edges of $2 billion in the vault, which 
was unsealed for the first time in six 
years. 


It Is impossible to see the rest because 


the gold bars are stacked floor-to-ceiling, 
wall-to-wall, front-to-back, In a vault 
measuring IS feet high, 10 feet deep and 
B feet wide. Each of the small dull yellow 
bars is worth about $65,000. 


BUT. THE NINE members of Con- 


gress and the horde of newsmen who out- 
numbered the politicians by about 13 to 1 
all appeared satisfied that the approxi- 
mately $21 billion of gold bullion stored 
in the legendary fortress is secure. 


The 20-ton door of the gold vault was 


swung open to visitors for the first time 
in order to quiet rumors that the gold 
had been spirited away. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, who 


Instigated the Inspection of the nation's 
chief repository of gold, said after the 


'One-eighth oi all the world's gold...' 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. - It is smaller than 


a breadbox. It is smaller even than a 
loaf of bread. It is no bigger in fact than 
a self-respecting Kaiser roll. 


It, measures approximately 7 by 3 5/8 


by 1 3/4 inches, and it weighs .an amaz- 
ing 22 pounds. 


When U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 


R-12th, takes one of these items from a 
stock of some 360,000 stored in Ft. Knox, 
and passes it to you, you are holding in 
your hand the equivalent of $65,000. 


That amount seemed hardly significant 


when you are standing in a corner of a 


inspection that rumors of the raid on Ft. 
Knox could be laid to rest. 


"The problem (which led to violating 


the "no visitors" policy for the first time 
in the fort's 38 years)," said Crane, "was 
that the rumors had reached such pro- 
portions that they were becoming diffi- 
cult to refute." 


Financial reporters from Washington, 


D.C., confirmed that numerous Congress- 
men had been receiving mountains of 


room containing more than $2 billion 
worth of these little gold bars. 


The room is hardly bigger than the 


bathroom in your home. 


EXCEPT FOR THE glare from the 


television lights the bar is not the spar- 
kling yellow stuff you had expected to 
sec. It has a dull copper cast due to the 
10 per cent dilution of copper which goes 
into gold bars to make it suitable for the 
production of coins. 


The "good stuff," you are told, is

'Misunderstanding over financing 
Central School demolition 
delayed until end of year

Demolition of the 47-year-old Central 


School building in downtown Mount Pros- 
pect has been delayed at least until the 
end of this year because of a misunder- 
standing about financing Its removal. 


Earlier this month, village officials an- 


nounced that demolition of the aban- 
doned buUdlng would be started this 
month. The announcement came after 
tho village board agreed to purchase the 
property at a cost of $673,000 for a new 
public library. 


The building has been vacant since Au- 


gust 1970, and is considered a fire and 
safety hazard by village officials. Last 
month, arsonists started an early-morn- 
ing (ire that caused about $10,000 dam- 
age to the building. Building department 
officials arc trying to get the old school 
boarded up to prevent a repeat of the 
fire. 


MAYOR ROBERT D. Tclchert said he 


had originally thought the owners of the 
property, a trust that Includes Alexander 
Magnus, would pay for demolition. The

Betty Fowler's life has been a scries of 


"firsts": 


• She was among the first girls to 


study drafting at her high school. 


• She was the first of her family's six 


daughters to enter the drafting field. 


• And Uiis fall, she became the first 


female drafting teacher in the history of 
High School Dist. 214. 


Her interest in drafting, fanned by sev- 


en older brothers who entered the field, 
started early in high school. 


ONE OF 16 CHILDREN, she came to 


the United States from her native Cana- 
da at 8, when her father was killed in an 
auto accident. 


She grew up at Mooseheart, near Aur- 


ora, a community for widows and chil- 
dren of Moose members and it was there 
where she started her interest in draft- 
ing, which would eventually lead to a 
teaching job at Prospect High School.

"They encourage vocational training 


there. They want you to be prepared and 
have a trade when you leave," said Miss 
Fowler.

ABOUT Pi YEARS into college, she

Actually, she became an industry and 


technology major, which not only in- 
volved drafting but auto mechanics, weld- 
ing and woodworking. Again, she was 
one of three girls in that major subject 
area. 


"There weren't more because many 


girls are scared of it. I know I was," 
said Miss Fowler. "I didn't have the con- 
fidence to take auto mechanics and the 
like." 


The reaction in her four classes has 


been "very quiet," said Miss Fowler. "It 
doesn't seem to make any difference.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. - There IS gold in 


Ft. Knox. 


That now can be attested for the first 


time in history by the only "unauthorized 
personnel" ever admitted to the bowels 
of the national fortress since President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt inspected the gold 
in 1943. 


How much gold? 
Well, they tell us that our party saw 


the edges of $2 billion in the vault, which 
was unsealed for the first time in six 
years. 


It is impossible to see the rest because 


the gold bars arc stacked floor-to-ceiling, 
wall-to-wall, front-to-back, in a vault 
measuring 15 feet high, 10 feet deep and 
8 feet wide. Each of the small dull yellow 
bars is worth about $65,000.

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Administration to select members 
Special group to consider 
need for school facilities 


In response to a citizens' group's 


request, the High School Dlst. 214 Board 
of Education Monday night authorized 
formation of a special committee to as- 
sess needs for additional facilities such 
as swimming pools at Dist. 214 schools. 


The nucleus of the committee will be 


made up of 40 district residents, five 
from oach of the eight high schools. 
Names of representatives will be chosen 
by the district administration and sub- 
mitted to the board at its next regular 
meet tog. 


The committee's first task will be to 


study a lengthy list of building needs 
submitted to the board Monday night by 
the administration. The new committee 
will not be restricted to tho adminis- 
tration list, board members said. 


NO TIME LIMIT was set for the spe- 


cial study. Tho list presented to tho 
board did not indicate how the improve- 
ments would be financed if the board de- 
cides to go ahead with them. 


Board Pros. Jack Costcllo called the 


list a "formidable one, one that was well 
thought out." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said tho list was 


prepared without regard to cost as a 
"starting point." 


Several board members expressed con- 


cern over the possible cost of the large- 
scale plans and over chances of any pos- 
sible referendum to finance them. 


Gilbert said the point of the panel's 


study will not bo to mako school facilities 
equal but rather "to bring facilities of 
schools up to the point that permits com- 
parable quality of education." 


Gilbert said that if all improvements 


on tho list can bo built, then the district 
will be providing comparable education 
at all of its schools. 


High schools seek 80 improvements 


The High School Dlst. 214 adminis- 


tration has prepared a list of 80 major 
Improvements and additions for the dis- 
trict's eight schools. 


The board of education sought a list of 


needs after a parents' group requested 
construction of swimming pools at some 
Dlst. 214 schools to match facilities avail- 
able at other schools in the district. 


Most of the needs cited by the adminis- 


tration are athletic facilities, additional 
land and extra storage space. 


STORAGE SPACE was sought by all 


eight schools, while five — Arlington, 
Buffalo Grove, John Horsey, Rolling 
Meadows and Wheeling high schools '— 
also cited a need for additional land. 
Four schools — Wheeling, Hersey, Forest 
View and Elk Grove — requested addi- 
tional facilities for power mechanics. 


Swimming pools and either girls' gym- 


nasiums or tieldhouses also were com- 
monly cited "desirable facilities" In 
some schools. Schools lacking pools are 
Elk Grove, Forest View, Rolling Mead- 
ows, Hersey and Prospect. 


H e r e ' s a rundown of additional 


requests: 


• Arlington High School: Enlargement 


and renovation of art department, relo- 
cation of foreign language classrooms in 
academic area, expansion of library, 
modernization of the boys' gym stage, 
addition of science lab-classrooms, im- 
provements of home economics area, 
provision of space for faculty dining 
area, enlargement of greenhouse, provi- 
sion of photo lab for film study and art 
instruction, Improved football field lights 
and addition of one or two lecture rooms. 


• Buffalo Grove: Installation of foot- 


ball field lights, visitors' bleachers and 
concession stand, addition of home eco- 
nomics laboratory and provision for stor- 
age area for vehicles and equipment. 


• Elk Grove: Expansion of art instruc- 


tion area, installation of greenhouse fa- 
cilities, provision for classroom with 
stage for drama instruction and room for 
special education services. 


• Forest View: Enlargement of cafe- 


teria dining area, improvement of facil- 
ities for instrumental and choral music 
and rearrangement of business 'education 
area.

Susan Rose's interests span 
Mayan culture, local schools

Tho Mayan Indian civilization, an- 


tiques and education arc just three of 
many Interests Susan Rose says keeps 
her busy. 


Mrs. Rose, the newest member on the 


Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst 21 Board of 
Education, followed her interest in an- 
thropology, and traveled down the Yuca- 
tan River into tho jungles of Mexico this 
year to study the ancient Mayan civ- 
ilization. 


Her concerns about equality of the 


sexes Involved her in the Citizens Task 
Force on Education that Investigated the 
elimination of sexism In schools last 
year. And she currently is heading a 
study group on media for the American 
Assn. of University Women. 


MHS. HOSE HAS o background in edu- 


cation, holding a master's degree in 
school administration and a Bachelor's 
degree from Indiana University, Bloom- 
Ington. A former biology teacher at 
Wheeling High School, she also was as- 
sistant dean of women at Elmhurst Col- 
lege and has taught science at tho junior 
high level. 


Sho calls herself a "conservative" 


about education preferring tho tradition- 
al classroom setup to the open class- 
room. But Mrs. Rose said she believes 
each child must develop to his fullest po- 


tential realizing his limitations as well as 
his abilities. 


"Each individual must be able to ac- 


cept himself," she said. To help each stu- 
dent realize this "self," she said the 
schools must stop "molding" children to 
fit certain patterns. 


Tho molds that upset her the most are 


the stereotypes set for boys and girls. 


"WE'RE ABSOLUTELY damaging our 


girls," she said. "But what we're doing 
to our boys ... the Image of boys is as 
damaging as girls." 


She pointed to the idea that boys must 


be "strong, winners, but we fail to teach 
them that losing gracefully is a hard 
thing to do." Mrs. Rose said some boys 
are as sensitive as girls, but they're not 
allowed to appear sensitive with the role 
they arc taught to play. 


Her Interest on becoming a school 


board member comes from her role as a 
parent of two girls in elementary 
schools. "My major thing is I'm a par- 
ent, and I have a vested interest in cdu-

Village violates 
own ordinance? 


The Village of Arlington Heights 


apparently violated one of its own ordi- 
nances this summer when it enlarged the 
commuter parking lot at the southeast 
corner of Sigwalt Street and Arlington 
Heights Road.

hearing on all parking lot proposals must 
be held by the plan commission and this 
was not done when 22 additional commu- 
ter parking spaces were added to the 
Sigwalt Street lot in July.

Drawings for the parking lot now will 


be submitted to the plan commission for 
the required hearing. The lot was 
planned by the village engineering de- 
partment and constructed by public 
works. 
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
